Bath attack of speakers on the Government 
for enacting and seeking to enforce such a 
laW Was greeted with thunderous applause, 
amg. when Ernest H. Crosby 
Statue of Liberty In New York Bay should 
be torn down and in its place erected “an 
ogte of iron, brandishing a knotted club 
and casting shadows of despotism darken- 
ing the world,”’ the cheering was deafening. 

The speakers were John De Witt Warner, 
Representative Robert Baker, Mr. Crosleyy 
and thé Mev. Henry Frank. John 8. Crosby 
was Chairman of the meeting. 

The protest was evoked by the case of 
John Turner, the English Anarchist, who 
is held at Ellis Island pending the settle- 
ménht of a suit which he has had brought to 
test the constitutionality of the law under 
which his deportation has been ordered be- 
cause he had openly stated his disbelief in 
organized government. Turner was arrest- 
ed On Oct. 23 at the Murray Hill Lyceum,

DECREE AGAINST TURNER. 


“TJ take it we must all approve the ex- 
jon of those who come here to use 
force themselves or to advocate the use 
by others of force or violence to overthrow 
afiy part of our Government or any kind of 
murder, high or low.

The reading of Mr. Shepard's letter was 
attentively listened to, and there was fre- 
quent apetenae. It did not, however, arouse 
the enthusiasm and evoke the demonstra- 
tions that the impassioned speech of John 
De Witt Warner aid. 

Mr. Warner said that the statute puts 
the high-minded, good-intentioned men who 
disbelieve in organized government—" as 
have always some of the purest and noblest 
of our own race’’—on the same tooting as 
the dynamiter or midnight assassin. The 
enforcement of the law, he said, is far less 
humane and less effectively guarded than 
is that of Russia. The proceedings, he 
said, are conducted with “star chamber ”’ 
secrecy, “with no ‘appeal except to the 
king—that is, the Secretary. 

Mr. Warner said that the part of the law 
which says immigrants who after their ar- 
rival here are believed to entertain opinions 
in violation of the act shall be deported, 
puts ‘thousands of voters in the Western 
States, peaceful citizens, who have married 
here and acquired homes, at the mercy of 
reptile reformers or men ‘subsidized by for- 
eign Governments to counteract the emi- 
gration of their citizens. They may be at 
any time taken from their work, their 
friends, their families, and if condemned in 
secret trial depdrted thousands of miles to 
the country they left. .

Man Who Robbed Denman Thompson 
Given Pardon by Governor.

ITHACA, N. Y., Dec. 3.—Charles D. 
Norris, who two years ago pleaded guilty 
to robbing Denman Thompson's private 
car of about $70,000 worth of bonds and 
jeweis belonging to the veteran actor, and 
who was sentenced to serve five years and 
four months in Auburn State prison, to-day 
returned to his family here a free man, 
pardon having been granted by Gov. Odell. 
Norris's imprisonment left his family in 
destitute circumstances, and his wife and 
fourteen-year-old boy George had to work 
hard to support themselves and two little 
ones. George finally drafted a letter to 
Gov. Odell, in which he made a heartfelt 
ea ‘for the freedom of his father, who 
1ad always been kind to his mother and 
children, and who repented the deed. When 
Gov. Odell visited Ithaca recently the lad 
timidly walked up to the Executive and, 
politely doffing his cap, asked him to read 
the letter. The Governor was so much im- 
pressed with the lad’s appeal that he 
jooked up Norris’s record and the history of 
the case*and gave the man his liberty.

It cov- 
ered eleven notes and property at Seventh 
and Pine Streets. The indictments also 
charge Blair with forgery of the seal of 

the St. Louis Recorder of Deeds. 

Blair gave bond in the sum of $10,000 
early this evening. 

Before the Deputy Sheriffs started for 
the hospital with the capias word was re- 
ceived through one of the defendant's at- 
torneys that Blair would appear personally 
before Judge Taylor and give bond. The 
caplas Was withdrawn, and Blair's appear- 
ance was awaited. Later a closed carriage 
hurriedly drove up to the Circuit Court, 
and Blair, accompanied by Judge James A.

TEXAN FARMERS UNIONIZED. 


Three Thousand Organizations, with 40,- 
000 Members, Already Formed.

DALLAS, Texas, Dee. 3.—The farmers of 
Texas are being unionized at a rapid rate, 
although the general public had no news 
of the movement until to-day. 

Inquiry develops the fact that there are 
more than 3,000 unions in Texas, with a 
total membership of 40,000, and the organi- 
zation is spreading like wildfire. It began 
at Emory, Rains County, under the name 
of the’ “ Farmers’ Educational and Co- 
operative Union of America,’ and is now 
established in nearly every populous coun- 
ty In the State. 

About the middle of February next a 
mecting is to be held for completing a 
State organization, and it is believed that 


the movement will spread to other States, 
as did the Farmers’ Alliance, which origi- 
nated in Texas. Ex-Gov. Hogg has been 
for politicul action, and it seems as though 
they are taking his advice. 

The purposes of the union are to buy and 
sell in bulk, to educate along agricultural 
lines, to study politics, and to scuss po- 
economy. Several North Texas 
lodges during the last few days have made 
extensive purchases of supplies in carload 
and are encouraged by their saving. 
Business men and politicians watch the 
movement with een interest.

The Flora Goes on the Rocks at Denman 
Istand, B. C., and It Is Feared Wil! 
Prove a Total Wreck. 


VANCOUVER, B. C., Dec. 3.—The British 


second-class cruiser Flora went on the 


rocks in a dense fog early to-day near Vil- 


lage Point, Denman Island, the place where 
the collier Willamette went ashore several 
years ago. 

The Flora was going at a high rate of 
speed when she struck, her bow being -driv- 
én on the shelf of rocks with a crash which 
shook seamen from their feet and shiv- 
cred the big cruiser from end to end. The 
sea rush in quickly through the open scup- 
pers, and soon the after part of the vessel 
was below water. 

The officers were driven from their quar- 
ters, and were only able to save what few 
things they could carry in their hands. 

Much damage has been done at the bow, 
and the vessel, which is worth a million 
and a quarter dollars, is believed to be a 
total wreck. 

It is believed the wreck was due to the 
navigating officer mistaking a red spar 
buoy*for a beacon on the opposite side of 
the channel four miles houth. He turned 
to port thinking he was avoiding this, in- 
stead of going to starboard, as he should 
have done. When he discovered his mis- 
take the cruiser was piled high on the 
rocks. 

The Flora is a twin-screw vessel 320 feet 
long, with 4,360 tons displacement. She 
was launched ten years ago, She carries 
812 men and has a speed of over 19 knots.

Weill unbent. 

‘S Yes, I have agreed to join,” 
fo 7 yesterday. “I could not refuse to 
take any action that would stop this dis- 
pute.” 

It was explained by Mr. Franko last 
night that Mme. Tagliavia’s husband, the 
baritone, was to pay the $100 required 1s 
her intitiation fee into the union. Mme. 
Weill’'s fee, he said, would be paid by 
himself. 

“In the case of Mme. Weill,’ he added, 
‘*she naturally was unwilling to pay $100 
when she already had her fifteen weeks’ 
contract whether she played or not. How- 
ever, she has agreed that in case she de=< 
termines to remain in this country after 
that period she will refund the money.” 

All this having been arranged, there stiil 
remains one complication, and Mr. Franko 
admitted that he could not forecast what 
would be its results. According to the 
rules of the union, as heretofore enforced, 
no musician is eligible unless he or «He 
shall have been in America six months, 
not counting time spent here under con- 
tract to perform. Such being: ‘the case, 
Mr. Franko maintains the women harpists 
are not eligible. What the union's officers 
will havé to say about this is not known. 

When the. question was raised Mr. 
Franko decided to interview President 
Smith of the union, so he visited the Vic- 
toria Theatre at 8 o'clock last night. Smith 
is a member of the orchestra there, but 
he was\ taking a night off, and so Mr. 
Franko Wid not see him. 

Manager Conried, discussing the situation 
with mock seriousness, said he would pro- 
duce operas with the aid of a piano before 
he would knuckle under to any labor or- 
ganization or grant unreasonable demands, 
but after the examination had been ar- 
ranged, Mr. Franko recalled that the mu- 
sicians, except for Mme. Weill, were unde> 
contract to him, while he in turn had con- 
tracted to have the orchestra ready on 
opera nights. So it was “up to him” to 
settle the trouble. 

The director admitted the truth of a re- 
port that he considered an ex-harpist of the 
orchestra responsibie for the row. It was 
his object to force himself back into his 
job, said the director, and so he called the 
union’s attention to the cases of Mmes. 
Tagliavia and Weill. 

“No, I would not take him back under 
any circumstances,”’ said Mr. Franko. ‘‘ No 
matter what he does, he cannot accomplish 
that."’ 

This is not the first trouble Mr. Conried 
and Mr. Franko have experienced on ac- 
count of the Musical Mutual Protective As- 
sociation. Not long ago some of the mu- 


sicians in the orchestra had matinée en- 
gagements in theatres, but when the man- 
ager firmly declared that they must stay 
or else break up a rehearsal they ac- 
In fact/ the members of the or- 
chestra have expressed themselves as 
agreeing with their leader that the organ- 
ization’s officers were stretching matters 
too far in the matter of the two women 
harpists. 

It became known yesterday the Hotel 
Waldorf-Astoria recently had trouble be-' 
cause of the Musicel Mutual Protective 
Association. Prof. Clappe, leader of the 
Waldorf-Astoria orchestra, and the other 
fifteen performers abandoned the musical 
union a year ago. It became a non-union 
orchestra. For a while all went well, but 
at last, for some reason not disclosed, all 
the sixteen members of the orchestra re- 
turned to the union. When they returned 
somebody paid the union $1.600—or $100 as 
the initiation fee of each.. The report was 
that they first withdrew because of a pro- 
test just such as the union has made con- 
cerning Mme. Tagliavia’ and Mme. Weill, 
and that they finally returned because the 
Waiters’ Tinton threatened to call out all 
the Waldorf waiters if the orchestra re- 
mained a non-union organization. 

“Oh, no,’’ said the manager's represent- 
ative last night. ‘‘ there really was never 
any trouble with the waiters. No waiters 
ever went on ‘strike here. The orchestra 
went into the union because we thought it 
would make things more pleasant for cer- 
tain of our patrons who were in the habit 
of giving entertainments with orchestras 
employed outside. Of course, we could get 
all the musicians we wanted anyway. but 
it was decided best to have everything 
amicable.”’ 

Another man who has had trouble with 
the musical union is Oscar Hammerstein. 
After Mr. Hammerstein's failure at the 
Olympia Theatre, among his debts were 
obligations to his orchestra. Herr Nahan 
Franko was the leader. Naturally, the 
money was not forthcoming at once. and 
the union, according to a man who is fa- 
miliar with the controversy, put Mr. Ham- 
merstein on its blacklist as soon as he 
again became identified with theatrical 
ventures. Later the matter was_ settled. 
The Musical Unoin has about 4,000 mem- 
bers.

COTTON RECORDS BROKEN 
AMID WILD SCENES 


Sales Exceed 2,500,000 Bales on 
Government Crop Report. 


Advance of 80 to 85 Points from Day’s 
Lowest Quotation and the Market 
Closes at Nearly Highest Figures. 


Wall Street was cotton crazy yesterday, 
and prices soared as they had never soared 
before. Even the coolest heads were car- 
ried away by the whirlpool of excitement. 

’ All the options crossed and left far behind 
the twelve-cent mark, and the sales on the 
floor of the Exchange counted up to up- 
ward of 2,500,000 bales, thus breaking the 
records for a day's business, which had 
been lifted higher and higher during the 
busy times of the past Spring and Fall. 

The source of all this trouble was the re- 
port of the United States Department of 
Agriculture, which was made public at 
noon. This estimate was for the unexpect- 
edly small total of 9,962,000 bales, lower 
than the most sanguine expectations of the 
most rampant bulls in the market. D. J. 
Sully, the bull leader, some days ago gave 
out an estimate of 9,986,000 bales, and At- 
wood, Violet & Co., representatives of Col. 
W. L. Brown, the New Orleans leader, 
made at the same time an estimate of 
9,875,000 bales, but the estimate of the 
chief statistician of the Agricultural De- 
partment was lower than these bull figures 
by from 10,000 to 25,000 bales. 

This fact created some talk on the Ex- 
change, and it was broadly hinted that 
there had been some leak from Washing- 
ton, especially in view of the fact that the 
bulls had for some days displayed greater 
confidence in the result of the Government 
report than ever before. According to the 
opinion of some of the officials of the Ex- 
change, however, there is no real basis for 
the accusations made. The Government's 
report is based on the statements made to 
Government agents by the cotton growers, 
whose interest is naturally to make the 
crop appear as small as possible in order 
to obtain high prices. As a result the Gov- 
ernment report is generally several hun- 
dred thousand bales behind the real figures 
for the crop, as they become apparent later 
in the Spring. 

When the announcement of the estimate 
by the Government was about to be made 
Shortly after the noon hour by Superin- 
tendent King, a temporary hush fell on 
the turbulent crowd which filled the pit to 
suffocation and jammed the galleries until 
every available inch of standing room was 
taken. Those members of the Exchange 
who had found the pit too strenuous for 
the time being crowded around the rostrum 
and everybody listened. 

“ Nine,” said Mr. King. 

In an instant the quiet of a moment ago 
was broken by a roar of voices. In another 
instant the pit was the scene of the wildest 
excitement. Every man wanted to buy all 
options in as large amounts as the dim 
recollection of his resources would warrant.

From these prices there 
were only the slightest recessions, and the 
close showed the market at nearly the 
highest with a net advance of from 69 to 
74 points | for the day, which is equal to 
about $3.75 a bale. The difference between 
the lowest for the day, which was shortly 
after the market opened, and the highest 
was from 80 to 8 points, or about $4 a bale, 
Such an advance for a single day is un- 
ay ay in the history of the Exchange 
or the last thirty years. There have been 
days when the market has fallen that 
Much, and on one memorable occasion— 
it was the day after Thanksgiving many 
years ago—the market opened up seventy- 
five points, only to slump away afterward:

For two 
hours afterward the floor continued to be 
the scene of great activity, for hardly any 
one had any idea what the net results of 
the day meant to him, and everywhere 
groups of brokers were comparing notes 
to get some conception of where their trans- 
actions had left them. 

Late in the afternoon the announcement 
Was made that all margins had been made 
good, and that none of the bears showed 
any visible signs of being in trouble.

GOVERNMENT’S CROP REPORT. 


Unprecedented Excitement and Trading 
on New Orleans Exchange. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 3.—Preliminary re- 
turns to the Chief of the Bureau of Sta- 
tistics of the Department of Agriculture in- 
@icate that the actual, growth of cotton in 
the United States in the year 1903-4 will 
amount to 9,962,039 bales of an average net 
weight of 490.8 pounds. 

The area picked, or to be picked, is esti- 
mated at 28,014,860 acres, a reduction of 
892,495 acres, or 3.09 per cent., from the 
acreage planted. 

The total production of lint cotton is esti- 
mated at 4,889,796,267 pounds, an average 
of 174.5 pounds per acre. 

The estimated production by States in 
pounds of lint cotton per acre is as fol- 
lows: 

Virginia, 180; North Carolina, 210: South 
Carolina, 178; Georgia, 158; Florida, 142; 
Alabama, 161; Mississippi, 211; Louisiana, 
223; Texas, 143; Arkansas, 196; Tennessee, 
200; Missouri, 232; Oklahoma, 223; Indian 
Territory, 231, 

In addition to the reports of its regular 
correspondents, the Bureau of Statistics 
has had the benefit of an investigation of 
the effect of the boll weevil upon the cot- 
ton crop of Texas for 1903, conducted under 
the direction of.the chief of the Division of 
Entomology. The results of this investiga- 
tion have been given due weight in the 
present report, and the details will be pub- 
lNshed later by the Division of Entomology. 

Through the courtesy of the officials of 
the census office the department has also 
had access to the estimates made by the 
census agents as to the amount of cotton 
remaining unginned. These estimates were 
turned over to the department too late, 
however, to receive full consideration, and 
they were, therefore, not used in making 
the present estimats. 


COTTON KING BROWN COOL. 


Least Excited Individual on New Or- 
leans Exchange Floor.

nary coolness, although the 800 visitors who 
had been especially invited to witness the 
operations showed extreme nervous tension. 


NEW ORLEANS,: Dec, 3.—New Orleans 
cotton futures jumped from 52 to 60 points 
on the reading of the bureau report and 
estimate of this season's crop. 

It was the most exciting day in the his- 
tory of the Exchange. The trading ring 
had to be roped off, so that the brokers, 
twenty deep, around it might have all the 
room possible to trade in. he trading floor 
was so crowded that it was hardly possi- 
ble to get from one end of the room to an- 
other. 

- When the estimate was read trading was 
almost impossible, owing to the confusion. 
The volume of business probably greatly 
exceeded that of any other previous day 
in the history of the Exchange. 

Prominent bull leaders bid for immense 
quantities of cotton, and covering by shorts, 
who looked for an estimate of at least 10,- 
400.000 bales, was also heavy. 

Fortunes were made and lost within five 
minutes after the estimate was out. 

Within four minutes prices advanced 40 
peints. January advanced 52 points, to 
12.25: March advanced 60 points, to 12.50, 
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and May advanced 57 points, to 12.57. 


CHARLOTTE, N. C., Dec. 3.—What is 
said to be the largest cargo of cotton ever 
cleared from a South Atlantic port left 
Wilmington to-day.

COTTON MEN CHEER BROWN. 


Members and Visitors at Memphis Ex- 
change Remember Him.

MEMPHIS, Tenn., Dec. 3.—During the ex- 
citing times which marked the rapid rise in 
market prices of cotton to-day at the Cot- 
ton Exchange, farmers and merchants alike, 
who were watching the figures posted, gave.

Platt Men'May Present J. Sloat Fassett 
in Opposition to the Gover 
nor’s Choice. 


With the departure of Gov. Odell for Al- 
bany Wednesday night, local Republican 
interest centred yesterday upon the suc- 
cessor of President M. Linn Bruce of the 
Republican County Committee. Platt men 
in this city, believing that the Governor 
will, sooner or later, carry out his determi- 
nation to force Col. Dunn out of the State 
Committee Chairmanship, are, it is said, 
planning to present a candidate, in opposi- 
tion to the Governor’s choice in the person 
of J. Sloat Fassett. 

A. T. Mason of the Twenty-ninth is de- 
clared by good authority to have refused 
the place to be laid down by Mr. Bruce.

BE, H. Healey of the Thirty-fifth District 
declared yesterday that he had no know!l- 
edge that he was to succeed George Hil- 
liard of the Sixteenth District as Deputy 
Commissioner of Excise for the County of 
New York. 


CHINESE REFORMERS ON TRIAL. 


Supao Case at Last Begun at Shanghal 
After Five Months’ Negotiations. 


SHANGHAI, Dec. 3.—The Supao sedition 
case was opened here to-day 

The charges against three of the Supao 
employes were withdrawn, but the prisoners 
were detdined. 

The trial of two pamphleteers charged 
with seditious writings was proceeded with. 


The trial which began in Shanghai yester- 
day is the result of negotiations lasting 
five months, in which the central Chinese 
Government, the Chinese Provincial au- 
thorities, the diplomats at Peking, the Eu- 
ropean officials at Shanghai, and the for- 
eign Ministers of almost every power of 
importance have been engaged. 

It was the end of June when five young 
Chinese, advocates of reform, who were 
engaged in the publication of the Supao at 
Shanghai, were arrested in the foreign set- 
tlement on the representations of the Tao- 
tai, who charged them with printing a 
number of seditious articles. That they 
had denounced the Manchu rulers of China 
as the hereditary enemies of the nation is 
unquestioned. 

When the defendants were taken 
custody it Was understood between the 
Taotai and the foreign consuls that they 
were to be tried by the Mixed Court, and, if 
found guilty, were to undergo their punish- 
ment in the foreign settlement. The Gov- 
ernment at Peking, however, virtually dis- 
avowed the Taotal’s agreement with the 
Shanghai Consuls, and demanded the sur- 
render of the prisoners, with the intention 
of executing them without trial. The ques- 
tion was thereupon transferred from the 
consuls to the foreign ministers at Peking. 

The attitude of some of the foreign Gov- 
ernments, as expressed by their Ministers 
at Peking, was at first in favor of grant- 
ing China’s demand, but ultimately it was 
unanimously decided that the prisoners 
must be tried by the humane Mixed Court 
at Shanghai. 

The Chinese Government long endeavored 
to secure the prisoners, but at last real- 
ized that further efforts were useless, and 
in the middle of November the Shanghai 
Taotai was directed to appoint a special 
deputy to hear the case in the Mixed Court, 


HELD UP AN EX-POLICEMAN. 


Footpad Attacked and Robbed Him, but 
Dropped Plunder in Flight. 


Joseph G. McKeown, a retired policeman 
of some means, living at 602 East One 
Hundfed ahd Forty-eighth Street, had a 
severe tussle with a robber late yesterday 
afternoon at One Hundred and Eighty-third 
Street and Third Avenue, where McKeown 
is having some of his tenements repaired. 
During the struggle McKeown lost §600 
and a gold watch, but they were later 
found near by, where it is supposed the 
robber dropped them.

knocked half-unconscious, but recovered 
somewhat while the man was going through 
his pockets, and then struggled to get his 
revolver.

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[MMIGRATION REFORMS 
WILL BE APPROVED 


Twenty - five Recommendations 
Made by Investigation Board. 


More Liberal Interpretation of Contract 
Labor Law and Other Modifications 
for the Benefit of ‘For- 
eign Arrivals. 


Many reforms are likely to result from 
the labors of the commission appointed by 
President Roosevelt to investigate the 
methods employed and conditions that ob- 
tain at the immigrant depot on Ellis Island. 
The final report of the commission, which 
was completed on Nov. 14, has been in the 
hands of the President for something like 
three weeks, and yesterday the Commis- 
sioners received positive assurances from 
the White House that all their recom- 
mendations and suggestions would be car- 
ried out. 

There are, it is learned, twenty-five spe- 
cific recommendations. No very vital de- 
fect in the system in vogue at the immi- 
grant station has been detected, nor has 
the investigation brought to light any act 
of official wrongdoing. President Roose- 
velt’s expressed desire when the commis- 
sion was appointed was that it should con- 
fine itself more particularly to the human- 
itarian phase of the subject, and this in- 
struction the Commissioners have endeav- 
ored to carry out faithfully. As a result, 
the recommendations deal largely with 
such features as have tended to work 


hardship, injustice, or inconvenience to the 
immigrants. 

The commission, which was composed of 
ex-District Attorney Eugene A, Philbin, 
Ralph Trautmann, Commissioner of Correc- 
tion Thomas W. Hynes, Dr. Lee K, Frankel, 
and Arthur von Briesen, was appointed on 
Sept. 16, when President. Roosevelt paid a 
personal visit to Ellis Island. Their report, 
which is a very voluminous document, is in~ 
cluded in the report of Secretary Cor- 
telyou, and will be given to the public with 
other documents that will accompany the 
President's message when this is sent to 
Congress next Monday. 

The investigation has resulted in a freer 
hand being given Commissioner of Immi- 
gration Williams in charge of the depot, 
and in consequence many of the minor 
reforms suggested by members of the com- 
mission on their various visits to Ellis Isl- 
and have already been carried out without 
any prompting from Washington. 

In line with this is the recommendation 
made by the commission that the Commis- 
sioner be empowered to hear and deter- 
mine appeals from the findings of the 
Beard ot Special Inquiry, which convenes 
to hear cases of immigrants whose title to. 
enter the country for some reason or other 
is questioned. Formerly all such appeais 
have gone direct to the authorities at 
Washington, and the local Commissioner 
has had nothing to say in the matter—a 
procedure which has entailed delay and in- 
copvenience to the immigrant and addi- 
tional expense to the department. 

It has also been recommended that im- 
migrants held for the Board of Special In- 
quiry should be allowed to communicate 
with friends they may have in this country, 
something that heretofore has been denied 
them, and that the steamship companies, 
which in case of an adverse decision would 
have to carry the immigrant back free of 
cost, as well as the contractor in cases 
where the contract labor law enters as 
an element, should be permitted to have a 
representative with power to examine wit- 
nesses in attendance. 

A more liberal interpretation, in some 
respects, of the contract labor law by the 
Ellis Island officials is also recommended. 
At present the mere fact that an alien has 
received assurance from some relative in 
this gountey that he wiil obtain or be as- 
sisted to obtain employment upon arrival 
has been considered sufficient to place him 
within the provisions of that law. This 
the Commissioners consider as being a too 
rigid interpretation of the law. It is rec- 
ommended that the immigrant charged 
with violating the law be detained at Ellis 
Island until the contractor in the case has 
undergone trial; that if the latter be ac- 
quitted the tmmigrant be. admitted, and 
that if conviction follow, the contractor 
be made to bear the expense both of de- 
portation and maintenance of the immli- 
grant while detained pending a decision. 

A most thorough investigation was made 
of the system of foreign money exchange 
now in vogue at Ellis Island. At present 
the contract is being held by the banking 
firm of Post & Flagg. The Commissioners 
have recommended that when their con- 
tract has expired a Government official, 
under the supervision of the Department 
of Commerce at Washington, be appointed 
to take charge of this important brahch of 
the work at Ellis Island. 

Various recommendations have also been 
made in reference to the hospital regula- 
tions on the island, These at present are 
most rigid. Not only have certain diseases 
from which many aliens arriving to this 
country suffer been excluded from treat- 
ment in ‘he hospital attached to the im- 
migrant depot, but the immigrants have 
even been debarred from seeking proper 
treatment at their own expense or the ex- 
pense of their friends in private hospitals. 

The regulations in this respect are likely 
to be relaxed, and it is also probable that 
persons suspected of suffering from con- 
tagious diseases, instead of being sum- 
marily debarred from admission, will be 
placed under observation to determine 
whether an error has been committed in 
diagnosing the case. 

Better hospital accommodations, a recon- 
struction of the main building, and a geéen- 
eral improvement in the sleeping quarters 
for immigrants in regard to sanitary safe- 
guards and the condition of the bedding 
are among the other recommendations 
made. 


HERRICK FOR VICE PRESIDENT. 


Assistant Secretary of State Loomis 
Booms Ohio's Governor-Elect.

SPRINGFIELD, Ohio, Dec. 3.~—Francis B. 
Loomis, Assistant Secretary of State, inti- 
mated while here on private business to-day 
that the Administration wants Mr. Her- 
rick, Governor-elect of Ohio, on the Re- 
publican National ticket next year with 
Roosevelt. No public officer in Washington 
is closer to the President than Mr. Loomis 
it is generally acknowledged.

Ogdan, and Adeline Gracie Ogden. 

To Archibald Gracie Ogden is given a gold 
set with a silver waiter. 

To his niece, Corinne Roosevelt Robinson, 
is given all the bronzes. 

To his three nieces—Elizabeth, Esther, 
and Adeline—are left all the books, fur- 
niture, bric-Aa-brac, pictures, rugs, china 
and glassware, linen, and household effects 
not before mentioned in the other bequests.

MME. FISK’S RECITAL. 


Mme. Katharine Fisk’s second song re- 
cital, given yesterday afternoon in Mendels- 
sohn Hall, was devoted to songs by French 
composers. Many of them were little known 
to lovers of song literature, and several 
disclosed delightful qualities and compelled 
a tribute of gratitude to Mme. Fisk for 
singing them. Thus there were two by 
César Franck, ‘‘Le Mariage des Roses,” 
directer in its melody and simpler ifn its har- 
mony than was to be expected of the com- 
poser of the quartet, and ‘‘La Procession,” 
conceived in a much deeper vein; three each 
by two adepts in reproducing moods of 
melancholy and grave tenderness, Gabriel 
Fauré and Reynaldo Haton; two brilliant 
songs by Saint-Saéns, a piece of passionate 
denunciation by Mile. Chaminade, and 
Godard's well-known and melodious “ Ber- 
ceuse"’ from ‘“ Jocelyn.’’ Commonplace had 
singularly little representation on the pro- 
gramme, appearing most conspicuously in 
Augusta Holmes’s “Te Souvient-il?” and 
Bemberg’s ‘‘ Aime Mol.” To close, Mme. 
Fisk gave the singular setting by Bem- 
berg of Murger's “ Ballade du Désespéré,” 
for contralto voice reciter, pianoforte, vio- 
lin, and violoncello. The experiment of 
alternating the singing with the speaking 


voice is not wholly fortunate in its out- 
come, and it is doubtful if M. Bemberg’s 
vocal and instrumental apparatus has in- 
creased the effectiveness of the poem, 


which is in itself of remarkable effective- 
ness. 


Mme, Fisk's singing gave pleasure to a 
rather sparse Pras ye J through its intelli- 
— and discrimination, and the instinct- 
ve musical feeling that guided it, but the 
massiveness of her voice is not well adapt- 
ed to many of the gongs she sang yester- 
day, and the element of charm was not in- 
ee lacking where it was most 
needed.

Railroad Commission Orders Fifty 
for Heights Railway. 


Expects Little improvement During the, 


Rush Hours and States 
Reasons. 


Special to The New York Times. 

ALBANY, Dec. 3.—The State Board of 
Railroad Commissioners to-night gave out 
its report and recommendations on the 
Brooklyn Heights Railway. 

The report is based upon a thorough ex- 
amination of the transportation conditions 
uhder which it will be operated during the 
coming Winter season. As a result of 
the investigation the conclusion has been 
reached that little if any improvement can 
be made in existing conditions, during the 
rush hours. This statement is made after 


a careful consideration of all the conditions | 


ag they exist, including the amount of 
power which the company has available 
for operation under the present conditions. 

The company is unable to operate morc 
cars than are now in use during rush hours 
and is cnly able to partially heat them 
with all the power apparatus working on 
overload. Any injury to or breakdown of 
the power units will compel the company to 
reduce the number of cars or lessen the 
amount of heat furnished. 

Because of this, consideration of improve- 
Tent in the transportation facilities was 
confined to other than rush hours. The 
heaviest travel is Mondays, Wednesdays, 
Saturdays, and. pleasant Sundays. From 
data obtained, the commission points out 
that the average number of additional cars 
required cn the several lines is: For Sun- 
day. 104; Monday. Tuesday, 96, and 
Saturday, 82. If they were added to the 
present operation, while they would not 
furnish seats for all the passengers, they 
would greatly relieve the overcrowded con- 
dition. 

The maximum number of cars which will 
be operated during the rush hours the 
coming Winter on the surface lines, 
cluding service cars, will be about

ing the non-rush hours will be about 545. 

“The natural query is if the company 
can operate 1,200 cars during the 
hours, why can it not operate more than 
an average of 545 during the 
hours?’”’ the report says. 
““The reason for this large difference in 
the number of cars operated during differ- 
ent potions of the day is that in order to 
as nearly as possible accommodate the 
traffic during the rush hours. the 
apparatus is worked to a point far beyond 
its normal capacity. In the case of electric 
generating apparatus this can be done for 
short consecutive intervals, but during this 
time overload the apparatus becomes so 
warm that if the overload is continued 
permanent injury will be caused to the 
machines, and, with the limited amount of 
generating apparatus which the company 
has, all the different units must be em- 
ployed during these hours to furnish even 
the inadequate facilities which are given 
at present. . 

“ After the rush hours the load must be | 
reduced and the machines allowed to re- 
gain their normal temperature, and dur- 
ing the non-rush hours some of the units 
must be shut down each day for repairs, 
hence the necessity for reducing the num- 
ber of cars operated during these hours.

ACORNS’ POST-MORTEM DINER 
Dr. Gould and Others Analyze the 


Causes of Fusion Defeat. 


There was a distinct air of chill hanging 
over Webster Hall, in Eleventh Street, near 
Third Avénue, last night, when a.few of 
the members ‘of the Order of Acorns and 
still fewer of their guests got together for 
what they termed their first annual dinner.

He said the blame for thie 
defeat primarily was on the party which 
had enacted a law changing the term of the 
Mayor from four to two years, therefore 
bringing the election the year before a 
Presidential campaign instead of the year 
after. Another reason was the excise and 
Sunday situation. 

“Until we have relief in legislation,’’ said 
Dr. Gould,’ ‘‘ it will be impossible for any 
organization or administration believing in 
enforcing the law as it is found to perpetu- 
ate itself, because a majority of the people 
of this city refuse to have their habits reg- 
ulated by the rural voters. 

“IT am not such a pessimist that I do 
not expect a fairly good administration 
from the people soon to come into power. 
Mayor-elect McClellan and the people back 
al-

The administration, however, is certain to 
be good until after the next election for 
the Presidency.”’

PRESIDENT WILSON 


Head of Princeton Delivers a 
-Speech on Civic Patriotism. 


Mr. Roosevelt Also Sends a Letter Re- 
ferring to the Purpose of the 
Festivity. 


The citizens of Passaic, to revivify civic 
spirit and to develop a new civic enthu- 
siasm, last night gave a big dinner to 
themseives, at which President Woodrow 
Wilson of Princeton University was the 
principal guest and chief speaker. 

The chief movers in the plan for giving 
‘the dinners was the Passaic Citizens’ Pro- 
tective Association, of which Mayor Charles 
M. Howe is the President, and which has 
been active in reform work. The feast, 
according to the inscription on the menu, 
Was given “for Dr. Woodrow Wilson by 
the citizens of Passaic,"’ but Dr. Wilson 
didn’t know he was the principal guest 
until he reached the Acquackanonk Club, 
where the dinner was held. Whatever the 
main cbject of the banquet was it served 
its purpose, for the enthusiasm was great 
throughout. 7 

Two hundred and fifty citizens of Pas- 
Saic sat down in the billiard room of the 
club, which room once was the nave of 
St. John’s Episcopal Church, and which 
Was decorated with ivy and red liberty 
bells. Mayor Howe presided at the guest 
table in the centre of the room, and among 
the guests were Senator John Kean of New 
Jersey, who is working for a bill to deepen 
and widen the Passaic River, and Mayor 
John Hinchliffe of Paterson. 

Other guests were Judge Scott of Passaic, 
Brig. Gen. Bird W. Spencer of the National 
Guard of New Jersey, and the Rey. Dr. 
Philo F. Leavens of the Passaic First Pres- 
®yterian Church. 

Mayor Howe, when the last course of the 
dinner had been served, read the following 
letter, which was received with many 
cheers and a tiger: 

My Dear Mr. Howe: I am sorry that it will 
mot be possible for me to accept the courteous 
invitation which you extend to me to attend the 
Passaic civic banquet on Dec. 3. 

I should be more than pleased to be with you 
on that occasion, and to listen to the address of 
Dr. Wilson on ‘Civic Patriotism."’ We have 
before us many grave problems to solve and 
many important things to do, and if we are to 
be successful in the solving and the doing, the 
one absolutely essential quality which we must 
bring to every problem, and to every deed, and 
without which true success is impossible, is in- 
tense Americanism—to be American in heart, in 
soul, in spirit, and in purpose. 

I am sure that this gathering 
cannot fail'to be fruitful of good. 
for the invitation. Sincsrely yours, 

, THEODORE ROOSEVELT. 

Senator Kean spoke briefly and Dr. Wil- 
s0n was introduced. The diners rose in 
greeting and the tremendous cheering was 
given form, if not beguty, by a scattering 
of Princeton men. The local medical so- 
ciety, which also has given itself over to 
the good cause, learned the Princeton cry 
for the occasion. Dr. Wilson's subject was 
“Civic Patriotism,’’ and he spoke in part 
as follows: 

“We cannot usefully and practically love 
the United States until first we love the 
place in which we have our own rooting. 

“Each community is either self-governed 
or. self-demoralized, self-disordered. De 
Tocqueville, even in his simpler day, saw 
that institutions, free as ours, and yet 
complex and difficult, required extraor- 
Ginary ‘ variety of information and excel- 
lence of discretion’ on the part of the 
people, that it presupposed information and 
capacity of quite unprecedented compass 
and. flexibility. Every man among us, 
therefore, is put upon his honor to under- 
stand and-serve the community in which 
he lives, and the only true patriotism is that 
which is local-in its rootage—vital patriot- 
ism begins at home; it is not a vague 
interest, spread out over the whole affairs 
of a whole nation, but a direct and definite 
identification of feeling and purpose with 
the interests of one’s home and neighbors. 

**It would be natural to ask whether it 
Were possible to breed a motive which shall 
control‘ the conduct; that is, whether one 
can deliberately cultivate patriotism? It 
is clear that it is quite possible to do so; 
motive is the child of interest, and it is 
perfectly possible to cultivate an interest— 
an interest in your own affairs, which will 
breed a selfish motive, or an interest in 
the affairs of your community, which will 
beget an unselfish motive, and the condi- 
tions under which this can be done are 
worth understanding. You cannot touch 
the life of a nation directly; you must touch 
and move-it indirectly by thought and mo- 
tive where you are. You can deliberately 
acquaint yourself with the conditions exist- 
ing around you, and can embark, if you 
will, upon every local enterprise that prom- 
ises betterment. 

“This community will never awake to its 
own betterment and best development 
through any abstract motive of duty, but 
only through a concrete image of its own 
life and interests, through a sort of ardent 
and enduring self-consciousness. You will 
find that there is mixed with all patriotic 
motives a certain pride in the past of the 
community, a consciousness of what it has 
been and is, and a desire for its distinc- 
tion as a whole. The revival of historical 
study in our day in respect of the history 
of localities, particularly of neighborhoods, 
of countrysides, is full of hope for the cre- 
ation of the better sort of local self-con- 
sciousness and ambition. 

“There is hope also in the mere fact that 
our populations are beginning to become 
more stationary, less restless, and nomadic; 
that we are being compelled both individu- 
ally and as communities to take permanent 
local rootage, and live upon our affection 
for particular groups of friends and neigh- 
bors. 

“Distrust the patriotism of a man who 
is always spending his feeling upon some 
distarit object, whose energy does not seek 
the nearest duty, but the more remote. 
Every citizen who is. thoughtful of the wel- 
fare of his country should seek to see and 
understand his nearest duty, and to do it 
with all thoughtfulness and yet without im- 
patience.” 

When Dr. Wilson pointed his theories 
with a reference to Mayor Hinchliffe of 
Paterson as an illustration an ovation was 
given to that official. One of the diners 
remarked that a good example of civic 

atriotism had been given by Christian 

ahnsen, who is a member of the Citizens’ 
Association. and also of the -committee in 
charge of the dinner, for which he supplied 
the claret from his own cellar,

Comforts and Comforting Words for In- 
mates of an Old Institution’s 
New Building. 


The new Lodging House for Poor Boys, 

5 West Thirty-fifth Street, between Sev- 
enth and Eighth Avenues, erected by the 
Children’s Aid Society, was opened last 
night. Music was furnished by an orches- 
tra, the members of which are newsboys. 
The boys of the home had the seats .o7 
honor, behind them sitting men of promi- 
mence and women whose names always 
have been in the social register. 

William Church Osborn presided over the 
exercises. After the Rev. Dr. Charles E. 
Jefferson had said prayer and the assem- 
bly had sung “ Onward, Christian Soldiers,” 
Mr. Osborn said that the hdéuse was or- 
ganized thirty-five years. ago by Theodore 
Roosevelt, father of the President, and 
President Roosevelt himself had often pre- 
sided at the Sunday gatherings. 

+ The Children's Aid Society in 1884 received 
a gift from the late John Jacob Astor of

COAL OPERATORS MEET TO-DAY 


Reduction of Wages Is Predicted—The 
Colorado Situation. 


Special to The New York Times. 

CLEVELAND, Ohio, Dec. 3.—A meeting 
of coal operators with interests in the 
Eastern Ohio field has been called here 
for to-morrow, and it is the general opin- 
jon that the wage question brings them 
together. 

“The coal industry has reached a point 
where there is but one thing the operators 
can do,” said a manager to-day. ‘ The 
cost of production must be reduced. We 
must do something to steady the market. 

“Coal is now 20 per cent. cheaper than 
it was last year at this time, and I think it 
has reached the bottom for this season. I 
anticipate there will be a reduction of at 
least 10 cents a ton in the’ wages of bi- 
tuminous miners at the April conference.” 

An early cut to cover the entire field is 
looked for by many who understand the in- 
side conditions. 


SPRINGFIELD, Ill., Dec. 3.—State Secre- 
tary-Treasurer William D. Ryan of the 
United Mine Workers of America, in an 
interview to-day, declared he knew nothing 


‘about published statements that the coal 


operators of the bituminous field, at a con- 
ference to be held at Indianapolis in Janu- 
ary, would demand a reduction of from 10 
to 20 per cent. in miners’ wages, but that 
if such attempt was made there would be 
such a strike of miners in the inter-State 
competitive district, which includes Penn- 
sylvania, Ohio, Indiana, and Illinois, that 
the latest strike in the anthracite region 
would pale into insignificance. 

He seid that the soft coal trade does not 
demand a cut in Wages, and that the min- 
ers would never accept a reduction. 

Local operators say they have neard noth- 
ing about a proposed cut in wages.

Attorney General Miller has advised the 
Governor to instruct the military to re- 
arrest and hold at Camp Goldfield any of 
the prisoners charged with crimes who 
may be set free by the civil authorities at 
Cripple Creek 

“Teller County is in a state of anarchy,” 
said Mr. Miller. ‘** There is no attempt be- 
ing made to sustain law and order. The 
civil authorities are aiding and abetting 
the lawless element.. No man can get a 
fair trial in the county, and no trials should 
be held until matters have become more 
normal.”’

A “RUSH HOUR” BLOCK. 


Disabled Locomotive on Brooklyn Rapid 
Transit Delays Supper-Seek- 
ing Crowd. 


Brooklynites who go home from business 
on the Bath Beach, Bay Ridge, Lexington 
Avenue, and Ridgewood elevated lines of 
the Brooklyn Rapid Transit suffered a 
three-quarters of an hour delay at the 6 
o'clock rush hour last evening. 

A train drawn by an engine had just 
rounded the curve from Adams Street into 
Myrtle Avenue, when the forward axle 
broke, allowing the body of the engine to 
fall to the ties. It was forced forward for 
several feet before the driving wheels 
could be stopped. 

The passengers poured out upon the sta- 
tion platform, and while a wrecking crew 
replaced tne broken axle the road in both 
directions was blocked and cars were 
strung out along the trestle.

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DOWIE ON WITNESS STAND 


Founder of Zior. City to Tell of 
Its Finances. 


Receivers to Report to Federal Court on 
Advisability of Continuing 
Industries. 


CHICAGO, Dec. 8.—John Alexander Dowle 
will be put on the witness stand before 
Bankruptey Referee Sidney C. Eastman, 
and under oath will be required to answer 
all questions regarding the financial affairs 
of Zion City. 

While the date for the inquiry has not 
yet been set, Judge Kohlsaat this after- 
noon entered the order which requires the 
Overseer of the Christian Catholic Church 
to submit to an examination. This action 
was taken on motion of Attorney Samuel 
Ettelson, who filed the original petition in 
bankruptcy against Dowie. 

“This application was not made for the 
purpose of harassing Dr. Dowie,”’ said At- 
torney Ettelson. ‘‘ The receivers are now 
making an Investigation of Dowle’s ac- 
counts, and they will undoubtedly need his 
testimony to get a correct knowledge of 
his financial condition. It is for thig pur- 
pose that Dowle will be called to the stand. 
The date of the examination will be set as 
soon as the receivers have found out what 
they want to question him about.” 

Receivers Blunt and Currier spent most 
of the day at Zion City looking into all 
accounts which they could find, so that 
they might prepare the report which Judge 
Kohlsaat has asked for concerning the ad- 
visability of continuing the operation of 
all industries belonging to Dowie. 

The receivers, it was said to-night, have 
found only about $12,000 in both of Dowie’s 
banks. 

Judge Kohlsaat has told the receivers 
thatyhe wants to know as soon as possible 
whether the interests of all creditors can 
be protected best by carrying on the va- 
rious enterprises in Zion City. It is not 
likely that any of the industries will be 
closed down, as in such an event thousands 
of persons in Zion City would be deprived 
of a means of livelihood. 

This is said to be one of the main reasons 
why Dowie will be retained as manager of 
the business, under the direction of the re- 
ceivers. The receivers realize Dowle’s 
strong hold on his followers and wish to 
prevent any turn in events which might 
change Zion City into a deserted village. 

That Zion City’s two chief industries—the 
lace works and candy factory—are not pay- 
ing expenses was officially disclosed to- 
day in an examination of the plants by 
Chief Custodian Redieske. 

After questioning closely the managers 
of both concerns Redieske said: 

“If Dowie relies on the industries of 
Zion City to pay his indebtedness, the town 
will still be in the hands of receivers a 
year from now. Neither the lace works nor 
the candy factory is on a paying basis. In 
the case of the lace works I understand 
that lack of raw material is to blame. No 
one seems to know what is the matter with 
the candy factory.” | 

Redieske is now skeptical concerning 
Dowie’s ability to vacate the receivership. 

“Dowie may have a million or two up his 
sleeve for all I know,” he said, “but I 
have been unable to see any evidence of 
financial strength in Zion City.” 

“All who have not Zion in their hearts 
cannot come into Zion,’ is the order pro- 
mulgated to-day by John Alexander Dowie 
througk his Chief of Police. 

The order to the “ Zion Guards,” the 
police force of the Dowieite town of Zion 
City, continued as follows: 


“From now on arrest or escort to the 
city Mmits every person who either is not 
of the faith or a United States official, 
We will bow to the Government alone."’ 

Following this order the usual force of 
Zion guards was doubled, many of them 
patrolling the outskirts of Zion ‘City with 
ponies, 

The lace factories, lumber mills, and 
other industries continued in operation to- 
day, and, contrary to expectation, Dowle 
“trade checks"’ were taken instead of 
money at the general store, a Dowle insti- 
tution in the hands of the Federal re- 
ceivers. 

There was a rush for the general store 
that threatened to clean out the stock. 
Many who had exhausted their ready sup- 
plies of money and were unable to pur- 
chase provisions with “ trade checks "’ yes- 
terdy were in extreme need of food. 

Investigation to-day showed that the fuel 
supply of many families in Zion City is 
reduced almost to nothing. The extent to 
which the people of Zion City have beg- 
themselves is shown by a. trip 
through the town. 

From the chimneys of four out of every 
five of the houses not a speck of smoke 
could be seen rising to-day, Hardly a 


} single one of these shacks in which Dowle’s 


poorest followers exist is stocked witb half 
a ton of coal or half a cord of wood. 

Wheter Dowie’s home, Shiloh House, is 
connected with the administration bullding, 
200 feet away, by an underground tunnel 
question that is puzzling Custodian 
Paul Redieske. 

Dowle had an appointment with Redieske, 
and while the custodian was standing at 
the door of the administration buildin 
waiting for Dowle to appear he was notifile 
that Dowie was awaiting him inside. Dowie 
kept another appointment to-day in the 
same mysterious way, and then Redieske 
came to the conclusion that Dowie must be 
possessed of an underground passage be- 
tween the two buildings. 

Not once since the receivers seized Zion 
City has its founder been seen out of doors, 
yet he has held conferences both at his 
home and at the administration building.

SMALLPOX IN PHILADELPHIA. 


Indications of an Epidemic Confront 
the Health Authorities. 


Special to The New York Times. 

PHILADELPHIA, 'Dec. 3.—All of the ef- 
forts of the Department of Health have 
been unavailing to check the spread of 
smallpox. Up to this afternoon eighty-five 
cares have been reported since last Satur- 
day, or fifteen more than for the whole of 
last week and seventeen more than the 
whole week preceding. 

Dr, A. A. Cairns, Chief Medical Inspector, 
said to-day that the last three weeks were 
unprecedented in the history of smallpox 
in this city. 

* It is seldom,”’ he added, “‘ that we have 
three weeks in succession with such large 
figures, It is usua] for a week with a } 
large number of cases to be succeeded by | 
one in which only a few are reported. But 
for the last three weeks the figures have 
been high—first, 68 cases; last week, 70 
carves, and so far this week we have 85 
cases reported. There is every indication 
that we are going to have a real epidemic 
of emallpox this Winter. 

“ With the idea of stamping out the dis- 
ease, which almost amounts to a plague in. 
this city, we are supplying free virus to 
police surgeons who vaccinate all pris- 
oners before they are taken to the county 
prison, and supply it free td the Kdspitals 
that they may use it in their dispensary

OPPOSES CUBAN RULE 
IN ISLE OF PINES 


Senator Penrose Hopes to Defeat 
Treaty Recognizing It. 


Gen. Wood and Minister Squiers Will 
Be Accused of Having Misled 
Investors.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 3.—-There will be 
Getermined opposition to the ratification of 
the treaty with Cuba providing for the rec- 
Ognition by the United States of the sov- 
ereignty of Cuba over the Isle of Pines. 

In the course of the debate Gen. Wood 
will be openly accused of misleading Amer- 
ican investors in the island.

He asserts that 
he ig ssured of the co-operation and as- 
Sistante, of the Senators from Iowa, New 
York, Minnesota, Illinois, Missouri, and 
his own State of Pennsylvania, while ‘t 
is expected the Senators from Indiana will 
jcin in the movement against the treaty. 

The sentiment in Illinois, which has sent 
scores of farmers to the island, is indicated 
by the passage of a resolution by the State 
Legislature stating that “‘it is the sense of 
the General Assembly of the State of Mli- 
nois that the said Isle of Pines be pe! ma- 
nently retained as territory of the United 
States.”’ 

Senator Penrose and his colleagues, in 
making “their fight for the defeat of the 
treaty, will assert that Americans consulted 
freely with Gen. Wood, then Governor of 
Cuba, and that from him they recelved as- 
surances that the Isle of Pines would not 
pass from the sovereignty of this country. 

The opposition on the part of Senator 
Penrose to the treaty grows out of the fact 
that a personal friend in Pittsburg, Mr. 
Keenan, a very wealthy man, made heavy 
investments in the island on the assurancé 
that the island would remain as a part of 
our territory. Mr. Keenan built a magnifi- 
cent Summer residence at a cost of $50,000, 
expecting to make it his home in future, 
or as much his home as his large business 
interests in this country would permit. 

He now finds that by the terms of the 
treaty he is made an alien if he maintains 
his home on the island, and that his invest- 
ments there are left in territory which it is 
claimed has no government other than that 
of the Mayor of the town of 1,000 people 
on it and mine policemen, who receive his 
orders in all things. Mr. Keenan urges 
that 300 Americans own one-half of the 
island and that they are given absolutely 
no consideration by Cuba at all. 

All importations to the island must pass 
through a Cuban port, where they pay Cu- 
ban duties, which are applied to the Island 
of Cuba’s revenues and in which the people 
of the Isle of Pines do not share in the 
slightest part. 

Mr. Hill of New York City, a constituent 
of Senators Platt and Depew, has heavy 
investments in the Isle of Pines, and be- 
lieves’ that his initerésts have been woefully 
neglected by the United States. He claims 
that before making any investments on the 
island he sought advice from prominent 
men as to whether the treaty of Paris sure- 
ly transferred Spanish dominion to the 
United States, and was assured that it did. 
He sought from the War Department an 
opinion as to the status of the island, and 
was assured over the signature of J. J, 
Pershing of the office of the Adjutant Gen- 
eral, to whom his letter was referred, that 
this country would maintain sovereignty 
over the isiund, 

He was told ‘that the War Department 
was entirely responsible for the future of 
the island, and it had been placed under 
that department through the military pow- 
er of the President of the United States. 

Senator Penrose when asked about the 
importance of the interests of Americans 
in the island gave the pain g list of 
investments: 14,000 acres settled ¥ colon- 
ists from the States of Missouri, Indiana, 
Ohio, New York, and Minnesota; holdings 
of the Isle of Pines Improvement Company, 
the stock of which is owned in New York 
New Jersey, and Tennessee—20,000 acres of 
tillable land improved at a cost thus far of 
$75,000; hotel-and furnishings, $13,000; an- 
other large estate purchased at a cost of 
$80,000; Fruit Culture Company—Land and 
improvements, $175,000; San José Company 
—Investment of $1,000,000 in lands, an out- 
lay to induce colonists to come from the 
United States, ninety people from the States 
of Indiana, Iowa, and Lllinois now living 
on their holdings; lowa Colony Company— 
Forty farms, containing 20, acres, and 
now maving, 250 people on them from Towa. 

Senator Penrose believes he can defeat 
the treaty and prevent its ratification, but 
if he fails in that he will insist upon post- 
poning action upon it until after April 
next, when the Supreme Court of the 
United States is expected to render an 
opinion in the case of Edward J. Pearcy 
against Collector Stranahan of New York. 

he suit in question involves only $250, 
but it grows out of the effort of Collector 
Stranaban to hold that importations from 
the Isle of Pines are from a foreign coun- 
try. Those urging suit believe that the 
Supreme Court will hold the Isle of Pines 
as domestic territory.

FILIPINO FREE TRADE 


Many Congressmen Favor Re- 
moval of All the Barriers. 


President May Recommend Abolition of 


Duties Some Time in the 


Near Future. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 3.—The utterances 
of Senator Foraker in regard to Republic- 
ans shrinking from a debate of the tariff 
question meet with general approval among 
Republicans of the House. 

As to whether there shall be legisiation 
in regard to the Philippine tariff, little at- 
tention has been given that question on 
the House side, but some of the leaders 
favor a liberal reduction in the present 
rates of duty on merchandise imported 
from the archipelago. There would seem 
to be no greater reason for granting free 
trade between the Philippines and the 
United States than between the United 
States and Porto Rico, and many Republic- 
ans favor the passage of a bill removing 
all customs barriers between this country 
and the archipelago. 

Senator Lodge has introduced a bill to 
fix the duty at 50 per cent. of the present 
rates on merchandise brought from the 
Philippines, but Gov. Taft and the Philip- 
pine Commission insist that the maximum 
charge against merchandise from the archi- 
pelago should not be more than 25 per 
cent. of the Dingley rates, and it is very 
probable the President will indorse the rec- 
ommendation of the commission and sup- 
plement it with a recommendation that a 
time in the near future be fixed when all 
duties between this country and the Phil- 
igpinas shall be abolished. : 

n support of free trade with the Philip- 
pines it is urged that Porto Rico furnishes 
a precedent and a justification. Those 
who resisted free trade with Porto Rico 
claimed that industries in this country, no- 
tably sugar and tobacco, would be serious- 
iy affected, whereas the fact is that the 
abolition of all duties has not affected the 
trade relations between Porto Rico and the 
States to any appreciable extent. 

Free trade with the Philippines would af- 
fect trade relations with the States even 
less than that with Porto Rico, as far as 
this country is concerned, while the re- 
moval of customs barriers -would have a 
most stimulating effect on the industries of 
the islands and would be invaluable as a 
moral agency in promoting a kindlier feel- 
ing toward the United States among the 
Mihpinos. 

Such a bill as that referred to by Senator 
Foraker must originate in the House, and 
the utterances of the Ohio Senator in favor 
of enacting legislation at the coming regu- 
lar session that will assist in promot ng the 
interest of the Filipinos, regardless of the 
effect of a tariff debate, has started the 
House leaders to thinking, and may result 
in the introduction of a measure providing 
that the rate of duty on merchandise im- 
ported from the Philippines shall,not ex- 
ceed 25 per cent. of the Dingley rates, in- 
stead of 75, the rate now collected. 


WOMEN UNITE AGAINST SMOOT. 


Organize to Secure His Expulsion from 
United States Senate. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 3.—A union of wo- 
men’s clubs, with headquarters in Wash- 
ington, was formed here to-day to try to 
secure the expulsion of Senator Reed Smoot 
of Utah from the United States Senate. 

The formation of the union was the result 
of a conference called by Mrs. Frederick 
Schoff of Philadelphia, the President of the 
National Congress of Mothers. A _ half 
dozen other National organizations were 
represented at the meeting.

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THE ODELL REORGANIZATION. 

What an unconscionable deal of state- 
ment and explanation it took to hide the 
real reason of Mr. Linn Bruce's retire- 
ment from the Republican County Chair- 
manship! A few days ago Mr. Bruce de- 
clared that while he really ought to drop 
politics and return to his law practice, 
he was willing to retain the Chairman- 
ship if the organization desired his serv- 
ices. On Wednesday he had a conference 
with Gov. OpELL, Mr. Piatt, and Chair- 
man Dunn of the Republican State Com- 
mittee. When the session rose it was an- 
nounced that Mr. Bruce would 
from the Chairmanship. 
alone. Four smooth and plausible state- 
ments escorted him. First, there was his 
own averment that he preferred the prac- 
tice of law to the practice of politics. 
Chairman Dunn added his sincere 
grets that Mr. Bruce’s professional du- 
ties would not permit him to accept the 
re-election. Gov. ODELL joined in the 
chorus of compliment to Mr. Bruce, and 
he also regretted the pressure of profes- 
sional duty to which Mr. Bruce had felt 
himself compelled to yield. Finally, Sen- 
ator PLaTT, not to be outdone in polite- 
ness, told the story of the conference 
and of the deep and universal regret 
with which Mr. Brtuce’s decision had 
been heard.

Mistakes 
there must have been, but they have rel- 
atively been few and of little account. 
Among the things accomplished within 
the past year Mr. WiLson mentions the 
provision by the Government experts of 
an instrument for the accurate measure- 
ment of the moisture content in grain 
which will not only greatly aid in the in- 
spection and sound grading of grain, but 
will tend to aid in better handling. Both 
will help to promote wider and surer 
markets and to avoid losses which are 
now considerable. Another matter in- 
vestigated by the department is safe 
transportation for perishable farm prod- 
ucts by which the markets have been ex- 
tended, and the selection of suitable 
products for various markets, such 
Winter apples for Paris. 

The Secretary asks for an appropria- 
tion to enable the department to investi- 
gate more thoroughly the boll weevil, 
which has done so much harm in the ex- 
treme Southern cotton belt, 
periment with to checking or 
removing it.

It is the general belief that the impulse 
which has set at work the forces of re- 
organization in that party now origi- 
nated in the White House. Gov. ODELL 
began to exercise these new powers and 
authorities immediately after his inter- 
view with the President. Furthermore, 
it is the general belief that Gov. ODELL 
intends to build up an organization obe- 
dient to himself and to manage it with- 
-out regard to the views of Mr. PLATT. 
If Mr. Puatt resists and fights him, 
Republican politics in this State may be- 
come interesting—as they did in 1882. It 
all devends upon the venerable Senator's 
strength and disposition. But whether 
he fights or submits, the outlook for his 
friends among the leaders in the organ- 
ization is particularly gloomy. Mr. ODELL 
is a politician of experience. He knows 
what he wants. He is not likely to be 
betrayed into mistakes by any warmth 
of heart or sudden impulses of generous 
kindness.

The old-fashioned notion of the rela- 
tion of the Government to the farmer, of 
which Horace GREELEY was the chief 
apostie, was that the Government should 
provide home markets for the farmer by 
protecting from foreign competition the 
farmer’s customers engaged in manu- 
facturing. According to this theory 
the farmers, being the customers of the 
manufacturers, were to get rich by pay- 
ing high prices to the manufacturers to 
enable these to pay high price~ to the 
farmers. Thus they were to lirt them- 
selves by their own waistbands inch by 
inch to the highest level of prosperity. 

On the whole the farmers have pros- 
pered greatly; but so far from owing 
their prosperity solely or chiefly to the 
markets provided by manufactures, 
they have owed it to the resources and 
skill by which they have reached out 
into foreign markets. The Secretary of 
Agriculture in the report about to be 
submitted to Congress points out that 
fim the last fourteen years our agricult- 
ural exports showed a balance in our 

favor of $4,806,000,000, while on all other 
exports the balance was against us to 
the amount of $865,000,000.

In more than one of its aspects the 
controversy over the promotion of Gen. 
Woop must excite the amazement of the 
impartial observer. If we assume that 
all these charges against Gen. Woop are 
true, we are compelled to marvel greatly 
at the activity of the man. Amid his 
absorbing official duties how could he 
find time for the accomplishment of all 
these villainies? We are next astonished 
at the vast industry of the persons who 
have dug out the guilty secrets of this 
dark career. But the most astonishing 
thing is the skill and success with which 
the General so long disguised his true 
nature from so many eminent friends and 
the public. 

We are asked to believe that he insti- 
gated and connived at slanderous pub- 
lications against his superior officer; 
that he corruptly granted to a company 
in Havana a franchise for the demoral- 
izing game of jai alai, with gambling ac- 
companiments; that he was guilty of 
maladministration as Military Governor 
of Cuba; that a characterless adventurer 
was his intimate friend and coadjutor in 
intrigue; that he feloniously attempted 
to enrich his wife’s relatives by improvi- 
dent contracts for stone used in road 
making; that he persecuted Senator 
Hanna's friend RATHBONE, and, a few 
days ago, it was darkly hinted that he 
had needlessly made war on the Moros 
in order to get a reputation as a fighting 
man in time to help his chances for con- 
firmation as Major General.

It is often complained that the stand- 
ards of our society are tending to be- 
come exclusively mercantile, and that 
success in life is placed too largely in the 
acquisition of money. 

Yesterday's papers contained two items 
which showed that the mercantile stand- 
ard is at all events not universally prev- 
alent. One of them was the announce- 
ment that the priest newly appointed to 
be the Archbishop of Manila has started 
for his see with only his passage money, 
having made over all his property, val- 
ued at $14,000, to his old parish. The 
other is that the estate of the late Arch- 
bishop of St. Louis has been valued at 
$13,000, including the library, which 
formed a large part of it. 

We certainly escape from “the mer- 
ecantile standard” here, and it will be 
generally agreed that the escape is for- 
tunate. It would of course be out of the 
question that a man whose position ad- 
mitted of his making far greater gains 
should forego all opportunities for money 
in case he had a family to pro- 
during his life and after his 


making,

death. The most zealous Protestant must 
admit, in the face of such instances 
that there is something to be said for 
the institution of the celibacy of the 
clergy, whatever may be said against it.

PROF. BASSETT’S CASE. 
The case of that professor in a North 
Carolina college who had aroused the 
wrath of a neighboring editor by declar- 
ing Booker WASHINGTON the. greatest 
man born in the South during the nine- 
teenth century, Gen. LEE only excepted, 
has ended in a manner honorable to 
everybody concerned, excepting only the 
officious editor. As for him, he has been 
burned in effigy on the college campus. 
It was perfectly plain that the ex- 
pression of the estimate formed by the 
professor was extremely indiscreet. It 
must also be admitted not to have been 
very wise. For, in the nature of the case, 
such an estimate is unverifiable. More- 
over, it was quite needless to make a 
comparison which was certain to excite 
“ Southern’ susceptibilities in order to 
express appreciation of the work Presi- 
dent WasHINGTON has been doing. But 
even a fatuous comparison does not nec- 


ee 


essarily discredit a professor. If it did, 
more parlous than that of Prof. Bassett 
would be the state of that Chicago pro- 
fessor who ran a psychological parallel 
between SHAKESPEARE and Joun D. 
ROCKEFELLER. 

The Trustees of Trinity College have 
made a disposition of the case which not 
only does them credit, but ought to prose 
mote the prosperity of the institution 
which they have in charge. While they 
differ with and deplore the expression 
which the professor allowed himself, not 
in the course of his professorial duties, 
they “are particularly unwilling to lend 
themselves to any tendency to destroy or 
limit academic liberty,” and they go on 
to set forth anew the advantages of free 
discussion over repression, as those ad- 
vantages have been set forth in various 


memorably set forth in Miiton’s “ Areo- 
pagitica.”’ 

This avowal may have required some 
courage on the part of the Trustees. "The 
colleges of the South in general are not 
commonly supposed to be the asylums of 
free thought and of “ academic liberty.” 
it was of a college of North Carolina in 
particular that a visiting stranger told 
the story of having been invited by a 
college professor into his private room, 
where, after taking every precaution of 
privacy, the professor elicited from « 
cupboard and exhibited the works of 
MatrHew ARNOLD! A college in which 
“Literature and Dogma” and ‘“ Gop 
and the Bible” are prohibited reading 
cannot be said to be the home of “ aca- 
demic liberty.’”’” The manly action of the 
Trustees of Trinity College, Durham, 
shows that there is at least one institu- 
tion in the State of which such a story

TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


—-—Every once in a while, when one of 
cur Police Magistrates has to deal with a 
criminal who is both particularly brutal 
and particularly cowardly—a habitual wife- 
beater, for instance—he delivers a little 
lecture to the effect that the legal pertalties 
for such offenses are inadequate and that 
he yearns to impose upon the criminal 
physical suffering of exactly the sort en- 
dured by the scoundrel’s victim. And when- 
ever such a lecture is delivered the papers 
are very apt to contain, in the next few 
days, letters from estimable and well-in- 
tentioned people commending the Magis- 
trate’s criticism of the law and echoing his 
desire. This is all natural enough, and 
beyond any question the punishments in 
vcgue really are inadéquate, in the sense 
that they do not, appreciably or immediate- 
ly, decrease the number of brutal crim- 
inals. But the folks who clamor, or even 
sigh, for the re-establishment of the whip- 
ping post should read with care the re- 
marks, published by us yesterday, made by 
the Warden of the Wilmington Work- 
house, whose repugnant duty it has been 
for some time past to flog prisoners 
with his own hand and to study at first 
hand the effects of the flogging upon the 
culprits and upon the spectators. In Mr. 
MESERVE'S judgment those effects are alto- 
gether bad. The whippings have not de- 
creased the frequency with which the 
crimes thus punished are committed, those 
who watch the process are moved to an 
indignant disapproval which takes the form 
of denunciation uf law in general, and the 
men beaten, instead of losing caste among 
their fellows because of it, can, and usually 
do, by enduring with composure the pain 
inflicted, earn the acknowledged right of 
posing as heroes. These consequences are 
exactly those that might have been ex- 
pected, for they are exactly the results of 
legal flogging that led, not so many years 
ago, to its abandonment in all civilized 
countries, that banished it from most 
armies and navies. Once in use every- 
where as a vengeance, a corrective and a 
preventive, the lash at last lost favor sim- 
ply because of a belated realization that it 
was much less a punishment than a degra- 
dation and that its only influence upon the 
prevalence of crime was to increase it. 
These lessons of immemorial experience, 
however, Lave now been in great part for- 
gotten—to which fact alone is due the occa- 
sional revival, as {n Delaware, of an ut- 
terly discredited expeaient, and the fre- 
4vent regret, by people who ought to know 
better, for the days when bloody shoulders 
were common wear. 

——-When a United States Commissioner 
out in Indianapolis refused to extradite the 
man LYNCHEHAUN on the ground that his 
offense—murdcrous assault upon a woman 
—was ‘ political,"”” we refrained from com- 
menting upon the decision. Our silence was 
not due to lack of emotion, but to a hope- 
less fecling that there was nothing to say 
worthy of the occasion—that it would be 
inexpedient to be accurate and explicit and 
useless to be anything else. It seems, how- 
ever, that the British Government, having 
recovered from its amazement at the In- 
dianapolitan definition of ‘ political,"' has 
now determined to try again, employing, 
this time, the argument, not that LYNcuE- 
HAUN should be sent back, but that, as a 
convicted criminal, he never should have 
been admitted. In other words, the Brit- 
ish authorities have suavely called atten- 
tion to an obvious and glaring violation of 
the exclusion law, of which so many of

are so extremely fond. This, of course, is 
only presenting the same case in a new 
form, but there is at least a chance that 
the opportunity thus obligingly and tactfully 
offered for revising and reversing an as- 
tounding verdict will be utilized. As it is 
utterly ineredible that the United States 
contains more than a handful of Irishmen 
who approved of Commissioner’s Moores’s 
contention that arson and attempted mur- 
der, of which an elderly and defenseless 
woman was the victim, are legitimate ex- 
pedients in a patriotic struggle for lib- 
erty and justice, we expect to hear from 
a great multitude of Ireland's worthy sons 
vehement expression of the hope that 
LYNCHEHAUN may soon take another trip 
across the Atlantic.

“MR. ROOSEVELT’S IMPETUOSITY.” 


From Yesterday’s: New York Herald. 
There is something as striking as it is 
disquieting in the contrast presented by 
Mr. Roosevelt's hesitation to walk in the 
paths of peace and his lack of hesitation 
when there was a risk of embroiling the 
United States over the Panama question. 
Before the new republic was twenty-four 
hours old Mr. Roosevelt was “ backing it 
against the world.”” Almost before the 
newly fledged Minister of the freshly 
hatched State had time to receive his let- 
ter of credence Mr. Rgosevelt had recog- 
nized his appointment, as though afraid 
that if he hesitated a minute the secession- 
| ists might change their minds. Mr. Roose- 
velt's impetuosity in the Isthmian affair, 
in fact, would be amusing did it not indi- 
cate a state of mind that is un-American 
and dictatorial. The age is past when a 
freebooter attitude was popular with, or 
even profitable for, a mation. As an elo- 
quent illustration Mr. Roosevelt would do 
well to study the evolution that has been 
effected of late years in England's policy. 
At one time, and not so long ago either, 
any trumpery debt owing by a poverty- 
stricken foreign Government was motive 
sufficient for the dispatch of at least a 
British gunboat to overawe the luckless 
débtor, But since the Fashoda incident and 
the Boer war—except for a little relapse 
last year, when a too amiable submission 
to a rash imperial nephew’s influence 
dragged Great Britain into the Venezuela 
adventure—England's attitude in dealing 
with foreign nations has been character- 
ized by a spirit of friendliness and accom- 
modation, of conciliation and _ tolerance. 
This new spirit has been particularly no- 
ticeable since the accession of King Ed- 
ward, who has contributed personally and 
in a lar @ measure to bring about the more 
agreeable state of things. That he has 
succeeded is evidenced by the cordial rela- 
tions now existing between Great Britain 
; and France in place of the old sentiment 
of mutual suspicion, and is proved by the 
amity reigning between Great Britain and 
Italy, between Great Britain and Russia, 
between Great Britain and the United 
States, and that will continue to reign be- 
tween the last two unless Mr. Roosevelt 
disturbs it. 
Mr. Roosevelt — to have a weak- 
ness for dictatorships and to believe that 
which Great Britain has abaa- 
doned is the very one to adopt for the 
United States. That belief is neither tact- 
ful nor judicious. The bullying of feeble 
nations is no work for the American Re- 
peste which was, and is, and ever should 
e founded upon a policy of “ peace and 
good-will” toward all peoples. At the very 
moment that the world begins to appreciate 
the inconveniences of ‘ splendid isolation "” 
Mr. Roosevelt would like to impose 
“splendid isolation’’ upon the United 
States. Is he not rather behind the age? 
This is @ curious quality in an American, 
for Americans hitherto have prided them- 
selves upon being in advance of it.

Voice Vibration in the Telephone. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Both you and your correspondent are in 
error in what is printed in THe Times of 
to-day about telephone phenomena. 

In Bell's original telephone the 
voice did cause the line wire to 
electrically, though not mechanically; but 
that telephone could propogate electrical 
vibrations only a few hundred feet at most. 

The telephone in actual use is the Edison 
variable resistance transmitter. In that 
system the voice supplies none of the 
energy that traverses the wire, That en- 
ergy is supplied by a battery or a dynamo 
sending a constant current over the line. 
The voice merely vibrates the little dia- 
phragm in the transmitter, and that vibra- 
tion simply moves a little bit of carbon in 


the transmitter into more or less contact 
with another little bit of carbon. That 
slight movement varies the electrical re- 
sistance of the circuit, and thus causes 
the current from the dynamo to vary in 
strength. 

The voice does not make the line wire 
vibrate any more than a locomotive en- 
gineer pulls a train of cars with his arm 
when he moves the lever that lets the steam 
into the cylinder of his engine.

KAISER ABSENT iT 
_-REICHSTAG OPENING 


Chancellor von Buelow Reads the 
Emperor’s Message. 


No Large increase of Expenditure to be 
Asked—Socialists Nominate a Vice 
President of the Reichstag. 


BERLIN, Dec. 3.—Chancellor von Bilow, 
as the Emperor’s representative, opened 
the Reichstag in the White Hall of the 
palace to-day. 

The members of the Reichstag, in even- 
ing dress, Court costume, military uni- 
fcrms, or clerical coats, stood close to- 
gether in front of the empty throne and 
did not occupy much space in the great 
marble room. The assemblage was smaller 
than on the last occasfon, twenty-five of 
the Loyalists having been turned out by 
the Socialists, not one of whom ever at- 
tends the opening of the Reichstag, which 
is essentialiy a Court function. 

Count von Biilow stood on the left of 
the throne and read the Emperor's mes- 
sage to Parliament, He said: 

“His Majesty has directed me to ex- 
press here his thanks to all those who 
have sympathized with his sufferings, and 
to suy that their sympathy and hopes for 
his recovery have greatly rejoiced him.’ 

The Chancellor then discussed the eco- 
nomie state of the country, which, he said, 
still suffered somewhat from the world- 


wide depression, which was unfavorably 
affecting the imperial finances. Empha- 
sizing the ev ae necessity for reg- 
ulating the financia) relations of the em- 
pire with the separate States. the Chan- 
cellor remarked that, although a radical 
settlement of the question Was not now 
feasible, the Government would propose a 
measure introducing the most essential re- 
forms. 

The Government, continued the Chancel- 
ler, would propose retaining the present 
army footing till April 25, 1905, but it 
desired to increase the salary list on ac- 
count of the growing cost of living. The 
Government proposed to continue the de- 
velopment of social legislation in the in- 
terest of the weaker classes. The Dar-es- 
Salam-Mrogoro (German East Africa) Rail- 
road bill would be reintroduced. The Gov- 
ernment also intended prolonging the pres- 
ent ‘‘most favored” relations with Great 
Britain. 

In congratulating the members of the 
Reichstag on the very friendly relations of 
Germany with all countries, the Chance!- 
lor said the Imperial Government had con- 
tributed its share to the avoidance of se- 
rious complications in the Balkans. He 
referred to Emperor William's meetings 
with the great Continental rulers, and to 
the interchange of views connected there- 
with, which “ strengthened anew their de- 
sire and hope that peace, the greatest boon 
of the nations, shall continue to be guard- 
ed from dangerous disturbances.’ 

After the Kaiser’s message had been 
read, Dr. Victor Rintelen, the oldest mem- 
ber present, stepping forward, proposed 
three cheers for t mperor, in which the | 
few spectators present joined. 

The message was favorably commented 
vpon, emphasis being placed on the fact 
that the Government had not made any un- 
usual demands on the taxpayers. Although 
it was announced some time ago that 
the Government would not demand a large 
increase for military purposes, the mem- 
bers of the Reichstag felt easier after the 
authoritative declaration from the throne. 
Satisfaction was also expressed at the fact 
that the Government did not propose to in- 
troduce controversial legislation, so that 
the commercial treaties can be freely and 

fully discussed. 

The election of a President of the Reichs- 
tag and the other officers will take place 
to-morrow. The Socialists, to the aston- 
ishment of the other parties, have nomi- 
nated Herr Singer for First Vice Presi- 
dent, and have also nominated candidates 
for other offices. This question was the 
subject of a furlous controversy all last 
Summer and nearly split the party. 

The Conservatives and members of the 
Centre Party were rejoicing, believing that 
the effectiveness of the Socialists’ oppo- 
sition would be lessened by an intense in- 
ternal fight during the present Reichstag. 
They were amazed, therefore, to-day to 
find the Socialists acting in accord on the 
one question which } which had been in dispute. 


GERMAN EXHIBIT AT ST. LOUIS. 


Reichstag to be Asked for an Additional 
Appropriation—Good Industrial Art 
Showing to be Made. 


BERLIN, Dee, 3.—The Government has 
decided to ask for $125,000 additional to 
defray the expenses of the German ex- 
hibit at St. Louis, on the ground that 
wages in America, are rising, thus increas- 
ing the expense connected with the con- 
struction and decoration of the German 
building and the horticultural surround- 
ings, and in view of the facts that Ger- 
many’s brilliant success at Paris in 1900 
and the general rise in German artistic 
prestige have extraordinarily heightened 
the world’s expectations from Germany at 
the coming exposition. 

An official memorandum accompanying 
the demand for the appropriation says the 
German preparations are progressing fa- 
vorably, not leaving any doubt that Ger- 
many will be ready at the opening date, 
and gratefully recognizes the liberal man- 
ner in which the exposition authorities 
have met German wishes, particularly in 
the Gans of_a central, commanding posi- 
tion for the German building. 

The memorandum also touches the 
dispute over the fine arts exhibit on ac- 
count of the decision not to distribute 
space among the various art organizations 
according to me ey but to create a 
central jury, to which al preweses exhibits 
must be submitted. It is hoped the matter 
will be arranged, since the difficulties with 
the Secessionists are personal, rather than 
artistic. 

Germany is also preparing a strong ex- 
hibit of industrial arts, the Commissioner 
General, Herr T.ewnald having invited the 
various organizations to prepare ce 
and harmonious furnishings and decora- 
tions for various kinds of public and pri- 
vate rooms and halls, the object being to 
prevent the inclusion of freakish, unprac- 
tical articles for exhibition purposes. 

The educational, medical, and municipal 
exhibits also promise to be unusually thor- 
ough, and, in general, the Government is 
resolved that Germany shall maintain at 
St. Louis the place she attained at pre- 
vious expositions. 


FRENCH ART AT ST. LOUIS. 


PARIS, Dec. 3.—The jury appointed to se- 
lect specimens of French art for exhibition 
at St. Louis has completed its work. In 
the exhibit some of the greatest French 
artists and sculptors will be represented. 

Bouguereau -has contributed his well- 
known “ Les Oréades "’; Durand, ‘‘ The Last 
Hour of Christ’’ and portraits; Chartran, 
“Cardinal Richelieu” and “ Siegfried”; 
Lefebvre, “La Priére,’’ ‘La Douleur de 
Marie Madeleine,” and ‘‘La Vestale En- 
dormie "’; Dupré, ‘‘ Le Retour du Troupeau " 
and “Le Soir” ; Renard, some portraits, 
and Fleury, “ Un Ouvrier sous la Révolu- 
tion "’ and ** La Joie Maternelle.”’ 

The collection ee is regarded as 
probably the best France ever sent abroad. 
A fine exhibit of engravings and water col- 
ors will also be sent.

Saint-Marceaux’ s 
“Nos Destinies,” Prémiet’s ‘* Chevaux Ro- 
mains,’ and three pieces by Michel, in- 
cluding “ La Paysanne”’ and “La Femme 
aux Lys.”’

EXPECTS AMERICAN “DUMPING” 


Manufacturers That Their Markets 
Will Be Invaded, 


LONDON, Dec. 3.—The Board of Trade 
Journal for December prints a warning to 
British manufacturers from Seymour Bell, 
the British Commercial Agent in the United 
States, prophesying an extensive invasion 
of the British markets by American firms 
in the near future. 

Mr. Bell writes that the decreasing de- 
mand in the United States for many classes 
of manufactured goods indicates that Amer- 
ican firms will soon be looking abroad for 
markets in which to dispose of their sur- 
plus products at almost any price. 

“It will be well, therefore,” says Mr. 


Bell, ‘‘ to bring before British manufactur- 
ers and shippers in an unmistakable man- 


the markets within the British possessions, 
particularly for certain classes of 
which could be manufactured in the nited 
Kingdom.”’

Optimistic Statements Regarding the 
Situation Not Confirmed by Any 
Official Act on Her Part.

LONDON, Dec. 4.—The Tokio corre- 
Spondent of The Times says the opti- 
mistic statements in regard to the Far 
Eastern situation emanating from Ber- 
lin and Paris are not confirmed by any 
official act on the part of Russia, which 
is still silent toward Japan’s proposals. ° 

The suspicion grows afnong the foreign 
residents in Tokio that deliberate at- 
tempts are being made in Europe to cred- 
it Russia with a pacific procedure of 
which no genuine sign is visible in the 
Japanese capital. 

By way of preface to the opening of 
the Diet the political parties have adopt- 
ed resolutions to the effect that the con- 
tinued delay in the negotiations with 
Russia is inconsistent with the mainte- 
nance of peace in the East. 

Meanwhile it is clearly understood that 
the Japanese Government will! firmly ad- 
here to the policy adopted four months 
ago, which the Emperor approved and 
the elder statesmen indorsed. 

There will, says the correspondent, be 
no change in Japan's foreign policy.

It would appear, if the Tokio dispatch is 
correct, that the proposals made (four 
months ago by Japan are still without re- 
sult in the shape of a satisfactory Russian 
reply. 


OFFER BY AMERICAN NURSES. 


Mrs. McGee and Others Ready to Aid 
the Japanese Should War Be 
Declared. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 3.—M. Takahira, the 
Japanese Minister, to-day made public en 
offer to the Japanese Government by Mrs. 
Anita Newcomb McGee, President of the 
Association of Spanish-American War 
Nurses. Mrs. McGee offered the services 
of herself and a party of American ex- 
army nurses, if war with Russia should be 
declared, to assist in nursing the sick and 
wounded. 

Mrs. McGee further stated that she could 
start almost immediately after a declara- 
tion of war, taking a few skilled nurses, 
and that additional nurses could be cabled 
for should the need arise. 

Minister Takahira, in reply, expressed 
appreciation of the offer on behalf of his 
Government, but doubted whether occasion 
would arise for its acceptance. 

“It has invariably been the aim and pol- 
fey of Japan,’”’ he said, *‘ to maintain rela- 
tions of friendship with all. ‘oreign coun- 
tries, and although there have been nu- 
merous rumors recently of a disturbed con- 
dition of affairs in the Far East, I sincere- 
ly believe that tke efforts of my Govern- 
ment and of others who have the like feel- 
ing at heart to use every proper and honor- 
able means to preserve peace will be 
crowned with success.” 

In conclusion M. Takahira said the friend- 
ship and sympathy expressed by the Amer- 
ican ladies cf the Nurses’ Association would 
be cordially recognized in Japan and he 
would take pleasure in communicating the 
offer to his Government et the earliest op- 
portunity. 


SPANISH CABINET RESIGNS. 


Result of the Difficulty It Has Encoun- 
tered in Trying to Get the 
Budget Voted. 


MADRID, Dec. 3.—At the close of to- 
Gay's Ministerial Council the Marquis 
Villaverde, the, Premier, proceeded to the 
palace and tenedered the resignation of 
the Cabinet to King Alfonso. 

The resignation of the Ministry was the 
outcome of the difficulty encountered in 
trying to get the budget voted in the face 
of the Republican policy of obstruction.

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Prof, Goldschmidt’s Demonstration 
to American Engineers. 


German Savant Shows the Compound 
Will Quickly Fuse Metals Without 
Radiating Sensible Heat. 


Before the American Society of Mechan- 
ical Engineers yesterday afternoon, in the 
assembly room of the Stevens Institute of 
Technology, Prof. Hans Goldschmidt of 
Essen, Germany, described and demon- 
strated the remarkable powers of thermit 
in an illustrated lecture on alumino-therm- 
ics andstheir application to engineering and 
metallurgy. 

By alumino-thermics is meant the useful 


application of the heat generated by the 
burning of a compound composed of pow- 
dered aluminium and sesqui-oxide of iron. 
(~) 


When fired by the application of a bit of 
magnesium tape this compound burns 
fiercely, generating a heat equivalent to 
that of the electric are. 
Support this intense combustion is taken 
from the iron oxide, and the resulting 
products of the combustion are metallic 
iron and oxide of aluminium, or corundum. 
The fused combination is hot enough to 
burn a hole with clean edges through an 
iron plate of any thickness, according to 
the quantity of thermit burned, without 
heating the plate, except at the point of 
perforation. The material is not explosive, 
and if thrown upon a fire will not burn. 

The industrial applications of thermit, 
Some of which were demonstrated on. the 
platform, were extremely interesting. Rails 
and pipes were united very quickly, and 
the unions were as good, judging from 
samples which had been planed, as the 
body of the metal. The joining of masses 
of iron by means of thermit is scarcely 
welding, and might be more appropriately 
designated fusion. 

Probably the most important of these 
processes is the one by which a continuous 
rail of equal conductivity, a necessity of 
modern electric railway construction, is 
obtained very quickly and cheaply. This 
union may be effected after the trolley 
track or third rail 1s in position, and is 
much less expensive than adequate bond- 
ing. Third rail welding is now in opera- 
tion on some twenty miles of electric rail- 
way in Paris, also on two electric railways 
connecting Berlin with its suburbs. Re-

One of 
the most surprising of these was the fusing 
of a quality of nickel ore in a crucible in 
about one minute, giving a button of pure 
nickel of several pounds weight. There 
was no sensible heat radiated in these 
operations, and the assistant who managed 
the experiments did 
collar. 

It was a matter of interest that these 
operations, requiring temperatures- which 
can only be estimated for the reason that 
no pyrometer could measure them, could 
be conducted on a wooden platform with 
no other protection than some loose bricks 
laid side by side and covered with a sprink- 
ling of sand.

Litigation Over Big New Haven Prop- 
erty May Not Be Pressed. 


NEW HAVEN, Dec. 3.—Litigation in this 
State over the $17,000,000 estaté of the late 
Henry Bradley Plant will be ended if the 
petition filed late to-day is granted by 
Judge Cleaveland at a hearing to be held 
on Dec. 15. 

Tho petitioners are Charles E. Hoadley, 
Emma J. Hoadley, and Horace G. Hoad- 
ley of Waterbury, who have been in liti- 
gation with the executors of the estate for 
more than a year, and Morton F. Plant of 
Groton, Conn., George H. Tilley of Darien, 
Conn,, and Mrs. Margaret J. Plant of New 
York, widow of the testator, Althgeugh 
Mrs. Plant's name appears as one of the 
petitioners, her name ts not signed to the 
petition, and the court understood that to 
be 2 mere oversight. 

The petition sets forth the history of the 
litigation from the death of Mr. Plant in 
1890, and details the main points of his will. 
Under it the Messrs, Hoadley and Emma J. 
Hoadley were recipients of an_ annuity. 
When the executors won the New York 
courts’ approval of the claim that Mr, Plant 
was a resident of that State they placed 
with a trust company a fund to secure 
the pyment of the Annuity to the Hoadleys,

DAVID M. KOEHLER’S DEATH. 


Wealthy Brewer Expired Suddenly at 
an Elevated Road Station. 


David M. Koehler, President of the D. 
M. Koehler & Son Company, died suddenly 
from heart disease yesterday morning at 
the Fifty-ninth Street station on the Third 
Avenue line of the Manhattan Elevated 
Railway. 

Mr. Koehler left his home at 88 East 
Seventy-fifth Street as usual to go to his 
office, which is situated at 119 Broad Street. 
He did not complain of being ill. He was 
driven to the station, and hurried upstairs 
to catch an incoming train. As soon as he 
was seated it was noticed by other pas- 
sengers in the car that Mr. Koehler was 
not well, and at Fifty-ninth Street he was 
assisted from the train into one of the 
waiting rooms. Patrolman Albert of the 
Kast Fifty-first Street Station was hastily 
summoned. He called an ambulance from 
the Flower Hospital, put before this had 
time to arrive Mr. Koehler had expired. 

Mr. Koehler was sixty-nine years of age. 
He was born in Austria in 1834, and came 
to this country in 1852, when he was eigh- 
teen years of age. He landed in New York 
with less than $2 that he could call his 
own, but before long was established ir 
the liquor business at Kent an@ Flushing 
Avenues, Williamsburg. In a very few 
years*he went into the brewing and dis- 
tilling business and accumulated a fortune. 
He is survived by his wife and four daugh- 


ters. 
Mr. Koehler was a prominent Mason,

EARL OF STAIR DEAD. 


One of the Oldest British Peers—First 
Earl Was a Leader in the Massa- 
cre of Glencoe. 


LONDON, Dec. 8.~—The Bar] of Stair died 
this morning at Lochinch, Scotland. 


John Hamilton Dalrymple, tenth Earl of 
Stair, was the head of an old and cele- 
brated Scottish house. The first Earl, the 
famous ‘‘ Glencoe Warl,’’ was a leader in 
the massacre of Glencoe, but the late Earl 
was not descended from him, but from his 
younger brother. The ‘‘ Curse of Glencoe,” 
“May their wives ever be childless,” was 
fulfilled to a striking extent inthe Dal- 
rymple family, for six out of seven suc- 
cessive Karls of Stair died without issue, 
the descendants of the ‘“‘Glencoe Earl" 
becoming extinct in 1840, 

The late Earl, ,who possessed various

Kingdom, was one of the oldest British 
peers, having been born early in the year 
1819. He was remarkably vigorous for his 
years until a short time ago. Before he 
succeeded his father in 1864 he sat in_the 
House of Commons as member. for Wig- 
townshire. From 1869 to 1871 he was Lord 
High Commissioner to.the Church of Scot- 
land.

Lord Stair married a daughter of the 
Duc de Coigny, who was also a_ Scottish 
laird, having married Miss _ Hamilton, 
heiress of the ancient house of Bargany in 
Ayrshire.

Sentiment was practi- 
cally universal that the Agricultural De- 
partment’s report falls scarcely short of 
a worldwide calamity, fdrecasting such 
Scarcity of the staple as must be reflect- 
ed, if verified, in prices higher than since 
the civil war. _The leading’ operators 
who prove to have been nearest the Gov- 
ernment estimate even suggest that the 
facts are worse’ than the department 
cared to assume responsibility for, and 
so applied a corrective of the pessimism 
regarding quantity, and optimism re- 
garding price, appearing in the reports 
to Washington. There can be no dispute 
that for the moment the bulls are in con- 
trol. It has happened before, as in the 
year when the Goverriment underesti- 
mated the crop by 1,616,000 bales. This 
was the worst ever, but the Government 
has been short of the truth twenty-eight 
out of thirty-three estimates, to an aver- 
age of 8 per cent. of the crop. There is 
no presumption in favor of the Govern- 
ment estimates. Upon the contrary, the 
presumption is against the Government, 
not only regarding cotton, but regarding 
produce to-the extent of a scandal. Deal- 
ers in wheat and corn know that some- 
times the Government has reported more 
acres under cultivation than had geo- 
graphical existence. It was not malicious 
error, but pure blundering, as reported 
by investigators of the blunder. The 
Government’s reports regarding cotton 
are under suspicion because they start 
from producers, whose interest it is to 
have the yield thought small, producing 
a bias not necessarily dishonest but gen- 
erally misleading.. There is no surer in- 
dex to the probable crop than the No- 
vember movément, and this year’s No- 
vember movement points to a result very 


different from the Government's report. 


The inference from these facts may be 
disputed, but until the facts are dis- 
proved conservatism about accepting 
yesterday’s report is justified. It may be 
right, but the chances are 28 to 5 against 
it. But this does not alter the truth that 
although the. bears have the argument, 
the bulls have the market. The situation

the first to be named in connection with 
such reports, were helping the market and 
were really responsible for the failure of 
the market to react yesterday, as even 
many of the bulls expected it to do. Trad- 
ers were reported to have fought the ad- 
vance nearly all day, in the belief that re- 
ection was sure to come soon, and were

Commission Business.—That the in- 
creased activity and advancing prices of 
the past three days are not the result of 
buying by the public seems a certainty.

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‘CHANGED CUBAN BOND PLAN 


President Palma’s Message Tells 
of Advice of Capitalists Here. 


Condition of Taking $35,000,000 issue 
Was That It Be Paid Out of 
Current Receipts. 


A copy of President Palma’s message to 
the Cuban Congress on Nov. 19 has been 
received here, and gives details of the nego- 
tiations for the new Cuban loan of $35,000,- 
900. 
|The message brings out the basis of the 
action instituted in both branches of the 
Cuban Congress in the last few days to 
remove the provision for financing the 
Cuban revolutionary bonds from the loan 
act, and to make arrangements for meet-~- 
ing interest and other charges on the 
earlier issue from out of the current re- 
ceipts of the republic. This, it appears, 
Was a condition of the proposition which 
the Cuban Commissioners carried back 
with them after their series of conferences 
with American bankers, one condition, in 
fact, of several insisted upon before the 
prospective syndicate here would actively 
consider raising the money. 

Of the negotiations themselves, although 
names are not given in the message, by an 
agreement with the Americans approached, 
President Palma speaks interestingly. He 
says that the Commissioners, Dr. Mendez 
Capote, Gen. Marlo G. Menocal, and Gon- 
zalo de Quesada; the Cuban Minister, ‘‘ met 
men of high American banking circles 
and had the good fortune to address them- 
selves particularly to capitalists who had 
been very little or not at all affected by 
the monetary crisis that the United States 


_ market was passing through at the time.” | 


The Commissioners were received favora- 
bly, the message continues, and held con- 
ferences ‘“‘ which inspired them with con- 
fidence in the success of their mission.”’ 

The conclusion of these conferences was 
first that the changes should be made as 
indicated above with the additional proviso 
that public bidding be eliminated, and that 
general funding payments be made from 
the current receipts instead of from a 
special tax as provided in the original loan 
act. 

President Palma says further, however, 
that the moment was found to be the 
“least opportune” for contracting the 
loan, on account of the condition of the 
international money market, and that it 
was thought probable that at the begin- 
ning of January, 1904, the state of the 
market would have recovered satisfac- 
torily. 

It appears, however, that the Commis- 
sioners did not confine their activities to 
the bankers previously mentioned, ‘“ who 
had been very little or not at all affected 
by the monetary crisis,’’ for the message 
relates: 

“It should be remarked that our Com- 
missioners, notwithstanding the presump- 
tion that other eminent American bankers 
were not in a condition to make proposi- 
tions on account of being then involved in 
the monetary crisis, decided to have an 
interview with them. The result was a 
repetition of the assertion that the time 
was the very worst for initiating negotia- 
tions; they were told that other bonds and 
shares, on account of the decline at the 
time, offered greater inducements to cap- 
italists; that the London market was more 
or less in the same condition as that in 
New York, and that they did not believe 


the money could be obtained in Germany 
unless through bankers resident in the 
United States.” 

Confidential advices bore out the opinion 
obtained about the London market, whence 
@ second commission had been started 
some time before, and on this account and 
because of the favorable assurances of the 
New York capitalists, “ very little or not at 
all affected,” it was decided to confine 
efforts to the New York proposition. 

The Cuban Congress is expected to take 
action in the immediate future, and the 
ye aed is that Cuban Commissioners will 

again in New York to put through the 
final negotiations soon after the beginning 
of the new year.

IMMIGRANT TRAFFIC SERVICE. 


Harmony Among Western Railroads Re- 
stored at Conference with Atlantic 
Steamship Companies. 


The representatives of the Western rail- 
roads and of the Atlantic steamship com- 
panies held a meeting in this city yester- 
flay. to confer on the proposed adoption 
of a new contract concerning the commis- 
sions and rates to be paid for immigrant 
Passenger traffic. The commissions to the 
steamboat men have been relatively high, 
&hd it was decided yesterday to return to 
thé former normal basis for the payment of 
commissicns. A conference with the trunk 
lines was arranged for Dec. 8, to take 
place in Chicago. The Western lines have 


had the routing of the immigrant passenger 
traffic for some years, and the trunk lines 
think this arrangement too one-sided. 

The result of the conference held yester- 
day is the restoration of harmony among 
the Western lines, which was disrupted 
last Spring by the withdrawal of the Rock 
Island from the pool. 

The meeting of the Joint Passenger Com- 
mittee has been adjourned until Dec. 16, to 
take place in Chicago. 


WESTERN MARYLAND PROFITS. 


Earnings Show Increase Under the 


Gould Control, 


Special to The New York Times. 

BALTIMORE, Dec. 3.—The financial 
status of the Western Maryland Railroad, 
the Goulds Seaboard extensions, shows 
marked improvement under their control. 

For the past year, it is learned, the sur- 
plus is $1,200,000, which represents the bal- 
ance after deducting all fixed charges as 
they will exist when the Cumberland ex- 
tension and the tidewater line in this city 
are completed. This indicates that the 
company, with none of its important reve- 
nue-producing improvements available, has 
been able to earn more than double the 
fixed charges on its issue of $25,000,000 of 
first mortgage bonds. 

It also shows fully 4 per cent. has been 
earned on the authorized issue of $10,000,- 


000 of second mortgage bonds, and there is 
left for the authorized issue of 

,000,000 of stock. 

While the company’s policy as to these 
second mortgage bonds and the stock has 
not yet been fully defined, it is learned 
that the underwriters of the syndicate 
which supplied the money to complete the 
purchase of the Western Maryland and 
the West Virginia Central will receive the 
whole issue of second mortgage bonds in 
part settlement.

BANGOR, Me., Dec. 3.—On Wednesday 
the Great Northern Paper Company, 
the New York corporation which op- 
erates at Millinocket the largest pulp and 
paper plant in the world, announced that, 
on account of the shutting down of the 
mills by reason of the drought, the com- 
pany’s logging operations would be cur- 
tailed, and that orders had been issued 
for the discharge of 300 men from camps 
on the south branch of the Penobscot and 
at other points above Moosehead Lake.

Orders in the Future. 


Special ‘to The New York Times. 

ALBANY, Dec, 3.—In denying a motion 
of Otto Kelsey, as receiver of the Man- 
hattan Fire Insurance Company, to-day for 
an order authorizing him to pay interme- 
diate attorneys and stenographers’ fees, not- 
subject to the final accounting, Justice 
Herrick stated what he says will hereafter 
be a general rule with him in such cases. 

“I have determined,” he said, ‘“‘ that as 
@ generai rule I will refuse to make any 
intermediate order authorizing the expendi- 
ture of money by a receiver for any spe- 
cific purpose.'’ 

But, lest such a rule might lead to em- 
barrassment, Justice Herrick states that 
when occasion requires he will permit re- 
ceivers to withdraw from the moneys de- 
posited by them sums with which to estab- 
lish a special account, from which interme- 
diate expenses may be defrayed, subject, 
however, to the final accounting. 

In an vpinion he gives his reasons, as fol- 
lows: 

““Many proceedings instituted by the At- 
torney General to cause receivers to make 
a final accounting have been brought before 
me. Upon the accounting of one receiver it 
appeared that he had received between 
$80,000 and $90,000, and that in collecting 
the accounts due the corporation of which 
he had been appointed receiver and in the 
administration of his trust he had disbursed 
all the moneys he had received except the 
sum of somewhat less than $3. 

*“ Another receiver, who has received be- 
tween $80,000 and $90,000, claims that he 
has disbursed in administering the affairs 


of his receivership about $300 more than he 
received, 

“The accounts of some other receivers 
show equally as bad a state of affairs. 
Upon these accounts being challenged by 
creditors or by the Attorney General, and 
an investigation sought, they have been 
met by orders of the court, granted from 
time to time, authorizing the expenditures 
£0 ‘made, and I have felt constrained to 
hold, under my interpretation of the deci- 
sions of the courts, that these orders were 
a bar to all investigation of expenditure 
made under them. That, standing unre- 
versed or unmodified, they afforded a com- 
plete protection to the receiver.’’ 


CHAMBER OF COMMERCE. 


Reports of Committees on Regulation of 
Traffic and Immigration Laws. 


The Chamber of Commerce at its regular 
monthly meeting yesterday took up by 
means of committee reports the question 
of regulation of traffic introduced not lor 
ago by a ‘etter from Commissioner Greene, 
and that of immigration, brought up by a 
communication from Charles C. Shayne.

On behalf of a special committee, to 
which Mr. Shayne’s communication had 
been referred, A. Foster Higgins read a 
lengthy report, stating that because of the 
co-operation of steamship companies there 
was little need of amending the present 
immigration laws. Mr. Higgins suggested 
that a labor bureau for Canadian ports of 
entry be created, to the end that desirable 
immigrants otherwise coming under the 
prohibitions of the present law might.be 
admitted through its good offices. 


TO FIGHT DRYDEN BILL. 


Board of Trade Believes It Would In- 
jure Many Insurance Companies. 


Resolutions in opposition to the Dryden 
Postal bill were adopted yesterday by a 
special committee of the Board of Trade 
and Transportation, and other commercial 
Lcdies will be asked to join in fighting 
the measure at the hearing which will 
take place before the Senate Committee on 
Post Offices and Post Roads at Wash- 
ington Dec. 10.

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“WAKE LIGHT OF STRIKE 


Ccntractors’ Views of War on Iron 
League and Fuller Company. 


Parks’s Union to Discuss Advisability of 
- Disbanding and Joining the New 
lronworkers’ Union. 


“The news from Chicago that the Execu- 
tive Committee of the International As- 
sociation of Bridge and Structural Iron 
Workers -had ordered an international 
stfike against the Iron League and tlie 
Géorge A. Fuller Company which would 
efféct 10,000 ironworkers directly was 
Wughed at by the building contractors yes- 
tér@ay. President I. P. McConnell of the 
Géorge A. Fuller Company is in Chicago 
now, and will be out of town for several 
days. Before he left the city he said that 
“even if the men quit work not more than 
500 ironworkers could be affected in other 
Cities outside of New York on buildings of 
the company. 

L. K, Prince, Chairman of the Press Com- 
mittee of the Employers’ Association, and 
@& member of the Iron League, said that 
the League was a purely local organiza- 
tion taking in the metropolitan district. 
Any work done by members of the League 
ia cities outside of New York was merely 
to. oblige special customers and did not 
amount to much. 

“It is doubtful,” he said, “if 300 men 
‘could be affected in any strike against the 
Iron League outsidé of New York, that is 
supposing the men were willing to come 
out, which is doubtful. This is the third 
time the International Executive Commit- 
tee has ordered an alleged international 
strike against the Iron League. It did its 
worst several weeks ago, and the inter- 
national strike was a failure. We are 
getting all the men we want from the new 
Housesmiths’ Union of New York.” 

According to members of the Executive 
Committee of the latter, President Buchan- 
ah of the International Association is likely 
soon to be the head of a merely nominal 
organization. Local No, 2, Parks’s union, 
is on the verge of disintegration, and there 
is a clamor among its members to give 
up ‘the strike against the employers’ organ- 
ization and join the new union. This will 
be decided on at the meeting of Local No. 
2%, at Maennerchor Hall to-night, when it 
Will be made 2 special order of business. 

In the meantime the Housesmiths’ Union 
is laying plans for forming an International 
Union if the present trouble lasts much 
longer. It has already put itself in com- 
munication with ironworkers in other cities. 
P,..C. McGuire, Secretary of the House- 
smiths’ Union of New York, said yesterday 
that more members are seceding from the 
old union. Work on the new TiMes Build- 
ing will be started on Monday with a full 
ferce of ironworkers. The work would 
have been started long ago but for the fact 
that the iron beams are the heaviest ever 
used in this city, necessitating specially 
prepared steel cables to hoist them 
position.

Commission's hearing into the Merchants’ 
Association’s charges of faulty construc- 
tion on the Jerome Park reservoir. Prof. 
Burr denied. the charges of the associa- 
tion, and defended the work of the con- 
tractor, John B. McDonald, to whom a 
payment of. $200,000 lias been held up be- 
cause of the charges. 

Prof. Burr, who was appointed by Mayor 
Low to investigate the criticism of the 
Merchants’ Association, told of the work 
done by his commission, and identified the 
report_formulated by him, the report be- 
ing offered in evidence. This report ap- 
proved the work done and justified the 
earlier reports of the Aqueduct Commis- 
sion’s engineers. Mr. Burr said’ he hed 
examined the entire length of the wall 
with Mr. Alden, the engineer of the asso- 
ciation. He said that many of the leaks 
previously reported by _Mr. Alden had dis- 
appeared. 

“We found many places where water 
was , trickling through the wall,” said 
Prof. Burr, “ but there was no continuous 
opening. Such water as came .through 
easily could have been gathered up in a 
smali tin cup, and leaks of this sort are 
by no means unusual in new reservoir 
walls. They generally soon disappear. 
None of the streams we fcund coming 
through were more than an eighth of an 
inch in diameter. All of the stones used 
in the work appeared to be perfectly satis- 
factory. We tested the mortar used and 
found it to be of proper quality. It hus been 
my experience that rock screenings in such 
work as this is more satisfactory than 
washed sand for hydraulic cement mortar. 
It is better for water walls, and my ex- 
aminations on this work failed to show 
such a quantity of mica in the screenings 
as to be. injurious. to the walls.” Prof. 
Burr also testified that the retaining walls 
as well as the core wall were extremely 
well constructed. 

Another important witness examined 
during tho session was William R. Hill, 
who was chief engineer of the Aqueduct 
Commissten until last July. His testimony 
largely related to the purchase of materials | 
and the prices paid. He said he had au- 
thorized and approved the use of crusher 
screenings in place of water sand early in 
1800 because tests made during the con- 
struction of the Syracuse reservoir had 
proved it made better mortar. Mr. Hill 
further testified that he never had seen 
any bad work on the part of the con- 
tractor, and that Mr. McDonald had fol- 
lowed the specifications and directions. 


MAY BLOCK STURGIS’S PLAN.

~A veteran volunteer fireman, holding the 
pesition of Deputy Tax Commissioner, 
| says the Court of Appeals in the case of 
the People ex rel.

ELEVATED SHORT OF CARS 


Unable to Keep Pace with Enor- 
mous Increase in Traffic. 


Delay Attributed to Strikes and Failure 
of Contractors—Special Shopping 
District Service to Begin Monday. 


Following an all-day conference with 
State Railroad Commissioners George W. 
Dunn, Joseph M. Dickey and Frank M. 
Baker, yesterday, the Interborough Rail- 
way Company announced that beginning 
on Monday the company would run four 
extra trains on the Sixth Avenue elevated 
line between 4 and 6 o’clock in the after- 
noon for the benefit of the enormously in- 
creasing shopping traffic in the district 
between Fourteenth and  “Thirty-fifth 
Streets. According to the assurances given 
to the Railroad Commission by Vice, Pres- 
ident E. P. Bryan and General Superin- 
tendent Frank Headley, the compatiy will 
switch the four down-town trains, at 
Franklin Street and run them “blind” 
from that point to Fourteenth Street, where 
they will be at the disposal of the shop- 
ping traffic that begins at that station. 

The rallway officials further agreed that, 
in keeping with the receipt of new cars, 
the want of which has been the greatest 
handicap in providing for the holiday 
rush, the company will add new trains to 
this special shopping service at the rate 
of one extra train every other day until 
the congestion is relieved, Thus by a week 
from Monday there will be seven extra 
trains each evening shunfed back from 
Franklin Street, which will take no pas- 
sengers until Fourteenth Street is reached. 
As an ordinary elevated train seats 300

passengers and carries by the usual “ pack- 


ing’’ process 800 people, this means that 


on Monday afternoon next 1,200 shoppers | 


can get seats for their trip up town and 
more than 3,000 can squeeze in to the extra 
trains. 

The company prepared a statement for 
the Commission showing the number of 
cars available and the number that can be 


made ready for use at short notice, -Ac- 
cording to this the company is embar- 
raseed by the fact that of the 500 subway 
cars that were to have been available for 
use on the elevated road by this time less 
than 200 are ready for use. The statement 
continued: *

service should not only push their contracts to

A cable or tie has been laid between the Fif- 
ty-ninth Street power house and the Manhattan 
power house, at Seventy-fourth Street, at a cost 
of $125,000, in order to be ready to make use of 
any power which may be generated in the Fifty- 
ninth Street power house on the Manhattan 
division. 

It has been planned to run from Franklin 
Street certain trains, making first stop at Four- 
teenth Street, and we had honed before now to 
have increased our Franklin reet service, but, 
as before stated, we have not been able to do 
so on account of lack of rolling stock. 

The increase in passengers carried in the month 
of October was 3,000,000 over October, 1902, and 
the car mileage increase was 1,146,716. For No- 
vember the increase in passengers was 2,972,000, 
and the increase in car mileage was 1,052,470. 
You will thus note the very heavy call made 
upon us fér increaged train service, and, not- 
withstanding what I think you will regard as 
an endeavor to make careful provision for the

“BLACK HAND” EXTORTIONISTS. 


Police Say Gang Never Carry Out 
Threats by Means of Which They 
Terrorize Credulous Italians. 


Detective Petrosino, of Inspector Mc- 
Clusky’s staff, denied yesterday that he 
had been sent to Hoboken to assist the 
police of that city in clearing up the iden- 
tity of the men who have been sending 
threatening letters to members of the 
Itallan colony of that place. The letters 
are supposed to be sent to intended vic- 
tims by members of what is known us 
the “ Black Hand” gang, and some mem- 
bers of this gang are believed to be at 
work in this city. 

“We have not heard from the Jérséy 
officials,”’ said the detective, speaking for 
Inspector McClusky. “ Ths ‘ Black Hand’ 
gang is undoubtedly at work in this city, 
They play upon Italians who are too much 


afraid to let the police know of the letters 
they recelve demanding money. In some 
eases the money is sent, while in others no 
attention is paid to the letters. I know of 
one Italian doctor In this city who gave 
up £400 on the receipt of a letter, and it-is 
likely that he will have to give up. $1,000 
because he yielded once. 

“One man claims to have received four 
such letters and aid not give up any money, 
He is still alive and in no danger of dying, 
because the mcinbers of this gang have not 
got the nerve to commit murder. In all 
my experience there has not been a mur-: 
der of any kind that could possibly be 
laid at the doors of this crowd. If it 
wasn't for the refusal of the Italians to 
aid the police this gang could be wiped 
out in forty-eight hours.”’

HOLIDAY STEERAGE EXODUS. ; 


Labor Unions Charged with a Record- 
Breaking Return of immigrants to 
Their Native Lands. 


“The annual ante-holiday exodus from this 

country to Europe has begun, and bids fair 
/ to be greater this year than ever before. 
People of all nationalities are anxious to 
get back to their native countries before 
the holidays, 
outgoing passenger steamer is crowded to 
its greatest capacity. 

During the past ten months over 55,000 
more people have returned to Europe than 
during an equal period last year—the Ital- 
fans in the majority. Germans, Scandina- 
vians, and French nearly make up the rest. 

The average amount of money these peo- 
ple carry back is less than in former years, 
and the number without any money is 
greater than iast year. Among the emi- 
grants the general feeling of failure is felt, 
charged in most cases to the labor unions. 
Those who are going back for the holidays 
to visit relatives can generally be picked 
out.by the gay attire with which they hope 
to impress their home friends with a proper 
sense of their prosperity. 

During the past week over 9,000 steerage 
passengers have sailed out of this port; 
the ships which sailed yesterday took more 
than 4,000. For the Touraine many more 
steerage tickets had been issued than the 
ship could hold people. The ship's steerage 
capacity is 1,000, and after that number had 
gone aboard guards at the gangway barred 


the rest.. At least 500 went wailing around 
the pier, until the officials informed them 
that their tickets would be good for an- 
other ship.

CUT WIFE’S THROAT, THEN OWN 


Demented Wheelwright Died 
Wounds, but the Woman May 
Recover. 


Believing that his wife was planning to 
leave him, Frederick Sileman, a wheel- 
wright who had been out of employment 
for about two weeks, cut his wife’s throat 
at their home, 70 West One Hundred and 
Eighth Street, yesterday morning, and 
afterward severed his own jugular vein. 
Gileman died at the J. Hooa Wright Me- 
rorial Hospital, where both were taken. 
His wife is still hovering between life and 
death. 

The children of the couple—Estella,

He imag- 
ined that .the medicine which Dr. Stag- 
meier prescribed for him contained poison, 
and that his wife, because of his enforced
